Wasninoron, D. C., Aug. 28.—The letter of 
Red Cloud and other chiefs at Pine Ridge Agen- 
cy to the Secretary of the Interior, threatening 
harsh measures if the Agent, Dr. McGiilicuddy, 
is not removed, was received bere a few days 
ago by the Acting Secretary. The first impres- 
sion it produced among those who read it was 
that it was written by meddiesome white men, 
and Commissioner Price, of the indian 
Bureau, says its tenor showed on the 
face that it was never prepared by Red 
Cloud or his Indian friends. In his re- 
port on the situation Agent McGillicuddy 
says it was signed by most of the chiefs without 
knowing its contents. It is not attested, as all 
such letters are, by some reputable interpreter 
as being the true meaning of the letter, just as 
the letter of the friendly Indians at the Sioux 
Agency, received today at the Interior Depart- 
ment, ie attested by two Witnesses and the 
official interpreter. Nevertheless, the Acting 
Secretary of the Interior is Mot taking anything 
for granted. laspector Pollock is probably at 
the agency today by order of the department, 
and will listen to Red Cloud's complaints as well 
as to the stories of other chiefs and Indians who 
allege grounds for complaint. He will keep the 
Secretary of the Interior advised by teiegraph 
of the result of his investigation, communicat- 
ing also his own opinions of what ought to be 
done promptly by telegraph. In the meantime 
the Interior Department bas requested thai ad- 
ditional! troops be immediately sent to Fort Reb- 
insou and Fort ara, to be prepared for any 
emergency. A Secretary Jusiyn says be 
does not auticipati® any troubie, but experience 
bas shown that t best way to deal with rebel- 
lious Indians is to show that the Govy- 
ernment understands their intentions, and 
is prepared to enf peace with ali the means 
at its command. For this feason it bas been 
deemed best to incrense the rarrisons in the 
neigbborboud of the agency, while Indian police 
and friendly Indians will ‘orce order on the 
reservation. Col. Sturgis, © Seventh Cav- 
alry, whose regtment is sts ed in the Black 
Hills, says it is the best policy to listen to the 
complaints of those who are disposed to be 
peaceable, and yet todo just what the depart- 
ment bas dune to command their respect by 
increasing the military force in the lo- 
cality of the agency. Commissioner Price 
doubts whether the Secretaries of the

Eurly yesterday morning I summoned the 
chiefs and police and instructed them to go to 
Red Cloud's village and get definit answers from

The agent concludes his report as follows: 

* Bverything is serene and quiet at the agency 
today. ere isa ring of white men in this re- 
gion that ia bound to force my resignation, dis- 
missal, assasination, or an gutbreakjof Red- 
Cloud. This reserve is hardly large onqgun tor 
both of us, unless atkairs take a change.“ 

Accompanying Agent McGillicuddy’s report is 
the following communication, which expiains 
itself: 

* OnrreD STATES INDIAN SERVICE, Pine RIDGE 
Acrency, Dakota, Aug. 18, 188:.—We, the un- 
dersiened chiefs, bead men, and Indians of Pine 
Ridge Awency, Dakota, desire to inform the 
Great Father that we do not require the pres- 
ence of troops bere.

GEN. STURGIS, 


HIS CASE IS IN THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S 
HANDS, 
Special Dispatch ta The Chteago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 28.—Secretary Lin- 
coln bas referred the case of the removal of Gen. 
Sturgis from the Governorship of the Soidiers’ 
Home to the Attorney-General for an opinion 
as to whether the Secretary of War can exercise 
any authority in the matter against the recom- 
mendation of a majority of the board. Secre- 
tary Lincoln holds that under the law he is com- 
pelied to carry out these recommendations witn- 
out regard to the points invoived. He bolds that 
the members of the board are responsible for 
the mauagement of the home, and control 
its expenditures and appvintments, by virtue of 
the power given them by Congress, which they 
exercise as officers, and that the Secretary of 
War cannot interfere with their management. 
The statement which has been made that Sec- 
retary Lincoln gave his consent to the 
recommendations of the board under 
a misapprehension, or upon false repre- 
sentation of facts in the case, 
is characterized by that gentleman as entirely 
erroneous. He says that he thought be under- 
stood the subject when the paper came to bis at- 
tention, and acted with a full consciousness of 
his obligations in the matter. He did not regard 
it as a question which he should take into con- 
sideration. He could not reverse the doings of 
the board. The law left him no option. He was 
required to carry out the recommendations of 
this board the same as he would acquiesce in a 
recommendation for the expenditure of 
money on the authority of Gen. Wright, 
Chief of Engineers. under the provisions 
of the River and Harbor bill. It has been 
asserted, he said, that the Secretary of War

of Commissioners.“ Sec. 1,259, which regulates 
the appointment of a retired officer as Governor 
of the home, prescribes that it may be done 
upon a selection by the Commissioners, ap- 
proved by the Secretary of War. In this case, 
independent action of the Secretary is ciearly 
provided for. General interest is felt in the 
opinion which the Attorney-General is to give. 
It is expected tomorrow. If he sustains the 
view taken by the Secretary, then the Commis- 
sioners of the Soldiers’ Home will have a power 
that will, hereafter, be of good service in pro- 
teeting them in whatever appropriation of the 
products and property of the home it may 
please them to make, since it will always be in

GEN. SHERMAN. 
HE WILL RETIRE VOLUNTARILY. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 28.—Gen. William T. 
Sherman will ask to be placed on the retired list 
of the arm in November, 1883. He would be re- 
tired under the Army Compulsory act on Feb. 8, 
1884. Gen. Sherman stated today he had made 
up his mind to retire from active service in the 
fall of next year, instead of waiting for an en- 
forcement of the law, so as to give his successor 
in command of the army, Lieut-Gen. Sheridan, 
an opportunity of expressing tu the next Con- 
gress such views as he may have looking to the 
best interests of the service.

A GREAT CAPTAIN INCLINED TO THINK HE 

HAS BEEN BADLY TREATED.

WASHINGTON. D. C., Aug. N. —-Gen. Sherman, 
on being interrogated in regari to the news 
from the East, said that Sir Garnet Wolseley is 
not only a soldier of a great ability, but that his 
late movement upon Ismailia was equal to any- 
thing of a similar character undertaken by the 
first Napoleon. 
Gen. Sherman, not many years since, visited the 
scene of the present hostilities in Egypt, is per- 
feotly familiar with the theatre of operations, 
and during our Civil War bad a great deal of 
experience in flank movements. He says that 
Wolseley showed great nerve in taking the 
sacred bull by tne horus, so to speak, without 


waiting for the result of negotiations at Con- 
Stantinopie. “Ab, be is a great soldier. that 


Wolseley.“ said the General., enthusiastically. 


“A great soldier. The English people will pay 
him well, and he knows it. The General was 
evidently thinking wf the difference between the 
pay of a General in the army of the United 
States and a successful General in the English 
army, with his titles and their substantial hun- 
dred thousand pounds attachment. 


STAR ROUTES. 

Wasurnoron, D. C., Aug. 2.—This morning 
Mr. Merrick resumed his address to the jury in 
the star-route trial. 

In concluding his address Merrick said: 
“There is no more certain evidence of National 
decay than the existence of any considerabie 
amount of peculation among officials. The weil- 
being of a nation isin precise proportion to the 
official purity in which the administration of her 
official affairs is conducted. Official purity is the 
invariabie corcomitant of national vigor 
and national greatness. Official corruption 
and peculation in office go band in hand 
with national decline and national ruin, and 
are, in fact, the principal cause of na tional dis- 
aster. No Government can live while its offi- 
cials thrive by peculation. In the name, then, 
of the people of the United States and of their 
Government; in the name of the bonesty and 
honor and outraged majesty of the law; in 
the name of the sanctity of the Treasury 
of the United States, which these 
men have burgiariousiy entered, and 


which officials have allowed them burgiar- ; 


iously to enter; in the name of ouf hope for the 
future: in the name of the preservation of our 
institutions and the supremacy of law and 
rigbt, and honor over vice, and criminality, and 
illegality, | demand from you, gentiemen of the 
jury, a verdict of guilty agaist these defend- 
ants.”

Torr, Kas., Aug. 28.—The recent warm 
weather, while it has affected crops generally lu 
the western part of the State and sume special 
crops in other directions, nas not seriously in- 
jured the vast cornfields of Eastern and Soutp 
Central Kansas, except those which were of 
late planting. In the eastern half, or corn- belt, 
of the State there have been recent showers. In 
the west rain is still needed, but here the 
acreage is limited and cannot greatly affect the 
general yield of the State.

Statements of an increased wheat yield come to 
band daily from all districts, and the dry weather 
has been favorable to the hay harvest.

Cottonwood Falls. Chase Co.—Corn crop is 
in splendid condition and will yield beavily.

FREE TRADE. 


A Manufacturer Argues for It Before 
the Tariff Commission. 
New York Buvening Post. 

Mr. J. B. Sargent, of New Haven, Conn., of 
the tirm of Sargent & Co., hardware mapufact- 
urers, in his argument yesterday before the 
Tariff Commission in advocacy of free trade, 
said that an active business experience of near- 
ly forty years, thirty of which had been occu- 
pied in manufacturing, and a fair ‘acquaintance 
with and knowledge of the natural resources 
of this country and of most of the countries of 
Europe, with the examination and comparison 
of the methods, facilities, advantages, and dis- 
advantages of American and European manu- 
factarers, had convinced him that the United 
States was fully capable of taking and main- 
taining an independent position as a manufact- 
uring nation, and that ber manufacturers, if 
left to ight their own batties against all comers 
in a free-irade field, needed no protection what- 
ever against foreign manufacturers. Until the 
cost of raw materiais and manufactured goods 
in the United States could be reduved all at- 
tempts to buiid up a respectable United States 
marine would be futile. Under existing circum- 
stances it was folly to talk of steamsbip lines 
between the United States and Australia, South 
America, or any other purely agricultural coun- 
try. Even if the steamships could be bought in 
Europe the United States could not furnish the 
outward cargo of manufactured goods. Europe 
would bave to furnish the outward cargo for ex- 
change for the wools, hides, woods, gums, coffee, 
and other agricultural products of those coun- 
tries, bring to the United Statesso much of those 
products as were needed here, and take back 
American agricultural produce for Europe. 
Very few American manufactured goods entered 
into this commerce, and the few that did so had 
to go by way of Europe. The starting-point iu 
the circularor triangular trip had to be the free- 
trade or low-tariff country which could furnish 
the manufactured guods at the requisit price. 

Mr. Kenner—What manufactured articies have 
been exported from the United States? 

Mr. Sargeat—At one time we exported quite 
alarge variety of hardware and iron good 
even to England and Germany. We exporte 
builders’ hardware quite largely. We manu- 
facture shelf bard ware—wbat used to be called 
Birmingham bardware—anod we employ fully 
1.500 bands. We have the severest competition 
that there is in perhaps any otber line from Bir- 
mingham, and also from Germany. 

Mr. Kenier—Has there been any time since 
youcommenced maoutfacturing that you had 
not more or less tariff protection? 

— Sargent—We have bad it almost all the 
me.

Mr. Sargent—I certainly am prepared 7 do 
so, and 1 should welcome the chance. am 
firmly convineed that we could export in com- 
petition with low wages in Europe under a free- 
trade system. 

Mr. Oiives— ny bere are the foreign markets 
that you speak of: 

Mr. Sargent—In Southern Europe. 

Mr. Oliver—Do they compare at all with the 
markets of our Western States? 

Mr. Sargent—They are not so large. 

Mr. Oliver—What effect would the changes 
which you recommend have on genera! hard- 
ware manufacturers aloug the seaboard and in 
the Western States? 

Mr. Sargent—I think that the hardware man- 
ufacturers in the West would be more bene- 
fited by low-priced raw materiais than we would 


be. 

Mr. Oliver—Would there not bé an interval of 
great trouble? 

Mr. Sargent—I do not think 80. ’ 

Mr. Oliver—Would there not be an interim be- 
tween the “evening up” on the very low wages 
abroad and the high wages here? 

Mr. Sargent—l think that the immediate effect 
of a reduction from where the duties are now 
down to 25 per cent would be to take off the 
protits of the manufacturers to some extent, and 
gradually, as the price of living was reduced, 
the price of labor would be reduced, That would 
be no disadvantage to labor, and would be of 
vast benefit to the great consuming classes in 
the couuntry—the farmer, the cierk, the profes- 
sivnal man, the capitalist. and the widows and 
orphans baving fixed incomes. 

Mr. Ambler—Can you give us an idea of the 
proportion which the raw materiais used in your 
manufacture bear to the cost of labor put upon 
them? 

Mr. Sargent—I should be timid in giving any 
statistics of that kind without being prepared. I 
am fully convinced, however, that the price of 
labor would drop with the price of goods, and 
that the prices of the subsistence of labor would 
drop at the same time. 

Mr. Ambler—lu other words, you would con- 
template being able to keep up this competition 
by a reduction, not merely in tue price of raw 
material, but by a corresponding reduction in 
the price of labor? 

Mr. Sargent— es, labor and all expenses. 

Mr. Ambier—After all, you would make your 
saving so aa to be able to compete with foreign- 
ers in the markets of the worid, first by a reduc- 
tion of the cost of raw material, and nt bya 
reduction in the cost of labor. I understand you 
to say that this would bea reduction of the 
nominal price of labor mereiy, because the ulti- 
mate price would pay the laborer as weil as at 
present; and that if he aes halt a dollar a day 
instead of a dollar and a half, he can buy as 
much then with’ the haif dollar as he can now 
with the dollar and a half. That is your taeory 
and idea? : 

Mr. Sargent—Yes, sir.

Mr. Sargent—He certainly does not live in all 
respects so well as the workingman in this coun- 
try does, but merely in respects that are not 
called there or herg really essential—ia unneces- 
sary expenses—in luxuries, perhaps. 

Mr. Ambier—That is to say, the European la- 
borer has less luxuries than the American? 

Mr. Sargent—Yes; perhaps he has. 

Mr. Amvier—Do you think that the luxuries 
of the American laborer should be cut down? 

Mr. Sargeut—I do not think it desirable that 
they should be. I desire to keep e working- 
man bere in as good condition as ble. 

Mr. Ambler—lIs it possible to uce the wages 
of the American workman as low as those of 
Great Britain, and at the same time save to him 
those advantages whieh you and I both agree 
that he now has? 

Mr. Sargent—Yes. Thew of the working- 
man in thiscountry are ru and fixed, not by 
a protective tariff and not altowetber by the la- 
bor of tne factory, but they are fixed inevitably 
by a man’s earnings on our cheap lands. That 
is the governing rule of ail prices of labor iu 
this country, and must be until the lands in this 
country are as dear as they are in Europe. 80 
long as the products of the soil can be raised on 
land costing not over $10 or $20 an acre, while 
the lands in Engiand and Germany cost ten 
times as much, so long these products will be 
cheaper and more common among the worki 
classes. It is not due te the protective tari 
that wages bere are higher than in Europe, but 
it is due to our cheap and prolific soll, and to the 
fact that this country does not take the tillers 
of the soil and convert them into a standing 
army. Weareaptto think thatthe working- 
man's wages in this country are governed eu- 
tirely by the tariff. I think that the tariff bas 
nothing to do with it. In myopinion the agri- 
cuiturai laborer should not be taxed in any way 
in order to support ata high rate uf wages the 
laborer in the factory. 

Mr. Ambler—U ndoubtedly he should not. 

Mr. Sargent—A point which I dave not men- 
tioned as to the desigability of free trade is the 
importance of haviug u Variety of foreign mar- 
kets. If amanufacturer has but two customers, 
and loses one of them, his outlet is only halt as 
great. The manufacturer whose market is con- 
fined to this country finds himseif in time of 
panic or depression without any customer. But 
if be nas foreign markets, then he can fall back 
upon them. 

Mr. Oliver—Does not the State of Illinois con- 
sume more in your line of goods than Great 
Britain and Germauy combined? 

Mr. Sarwent—Onh, no, sir; potatall. The home 
trades of England and Germany are quite large. 
But it is weil understood that we must cater to 


the wants of our home market. We have no 


other. 

Mr. Ambler—Is it not a fact that, with all the 
iniquities of this tariff which Baye been beariag 
on you, America is the best market in the worid 
in proportion to its population? 

Mr. Sargent—lI ays pee it is an unquestioned 
fact that the 50,000, of our population con- 
sume more manufactured goods than any other 
50.000, 000 of peopie on the face of the earth. But 
that, in my opinion, is not on account of a high 
tariff or protection. 

Mr. Ambiler—lIs it not a fact that the increase 
of population in this country is in a considerably 
greater ratio than the increase in the mauutfact- 
uring interest which is to supply it? 

Mr. Sarge@it—I do not think it is.

ROAD AGENTS. 


A Train-Load of Excursionists in Ohio 
Bulldozed and Kobbed by a Gang of 
Outiaws. 

Dispatch to Cleveland Leader. 

TOLEDO, Aug. 27.—A big sensation occurred 
on a Toledo, Cincinnati & St. Louis Narrow- 
Gage excursion train today, a few miles from 
this city. The railroad company ran an excur- 
sion train to Grand Rapids. O., thirty miles up 
the road, to the temperance camp-meeting 
being bela at that place. The twelve coaches 
were packed with people, and as the temperance 
manager had done little or goth in the way of 
providing police or detectives, the pickpockets 
held full sway, and their operations almost ri- 
valed in boldness the Western road agents.

ing to shoot him if he gave the alarm. Although 
intimidated at first, the son soon afterward in- 
formed Conductor Andrews, who camein and 
attempted to arrest one of the men, when he 
was confronted by a gaog of three or four 
desperadoes with drawn revolvers. The greatest 
excitement and confusion was at once raised in 
the coach, which was iutensified by the scream- 
ing of the women aud children. To add to the 
embarrassment of the situation, neither the 
train men nor any of the passengers seemed to 
bave any suitable weapons. The robbers pres- 
ently retreated, and in following them up the 

lucky conductor was severely wounded about 
the head and hands by the clubbed revolvers in 
the hands of the reckless gang. The train hav- 
ing slowed up, the robbers finally jumped off 
and started leisurely across an adjoining ftiela, 
minus their hats. Larry King, a notorious 
rough, and recognized as one of the leaders of 
the gang, has been arrested. 


A CHINESE MURDER. 


Moi Kane Dies of Stabs Inflicted by 
Lung Ah Due. 

Moi Kane is dead and Lung Ah Due is a mur- 
derer on whose head a price has been put. Moi 
Kane was the Chinaman who had a knife 
plunged into his side Sunday night during the 
progress of a fight at 213 West Madison street, 
and Lung Ab Due is the one who did the plung- 
ing. The tight occurred in a basement where a 
gang of immoral Celestials were whiling away 
their time and money over a game of 
“bung-loo,” poker, or some other equal- 
ly sinful pastime. While the biood 
was still wet on his knife, and 
before an officer arrived, the murderer bid“ Ab 
Due” to the scene. The Cbinese society 
has, it is said, offered a reward for his arrest. 
Moi Kaue died about noon yesterday at his laun- 
dry, No. 256 State street. murderer's luun- 
dry is at No. 172 East Van Buren street. The 
Chinamen at 266 State street say that after Lung 
drew bis knife a relative took it away, but Lung 
begged to have it given k. as he was afraid 
some one would rob him of the $200 he baa with 
him. Upon this plea the knife was restored, and 
Lung had no sooner got it than, after making 
feint to pass outthe door, be stabbed Moi Kane in 
the left side and fied.

The Price of Flour Warranted High 
Figures for Wheat During 
July. 


More Activity in the Markets, but Val- 
ues Ruled Very Irregular, 


* 

The complainants continued their rebutting 
testimony before the committee on the value of 
July wheat at 3 o'clock yesterday. 

Mr. Wright said there was an errorin the 
printed report in regard to the statement of Mr. 
Brine, which he claimed to amount to an ad- 
mission that the July wheat was engrossed. Mr. 
Brine said that what he stated was that the qual- 
ity of any No. 2 wheat in store bad nothing to do 
with the defaulted contracts, the wheat being 
owned by parties not having to make delivery, 
and theretore not available for the parties who 
had defuulted. . 

William Young testified that he had been a 
member of the board abouteleven years; that 
neither he nor his firm manipulated the market 
for No. 2 July spring wheat for the. purpose of 
extorting unreasonable damages; that there 
never was in any shape or form the slightest at- 
tempt at manipulation in bis office; that he did 
not do so for any one else or any combination of 
persons, and knows of no such manipulation as 
that alle red against bis house. 

On cross-examination witness said he was not 
in active management of the business, but 
knew what was being done from constant ad- 
vice by his partners; that he has not examined 
his books, but would know if anything of the 
kind was being done; that his partner or clerks 
would tell him if any such thing was being car- 
ried On. 


S. B. BUDD TESTIFIED 

he had been a member of the Board of Trade for 
about thirteen years, and was exclusively en- 
gaged in the flour business, and had been for 
twenty years; that during the month of July be 
received a straight grade of flour from one of 
his milis—meaning by straight grade that the 
mill made but ove grade out of the wheat: that 
it was a soft-wheat flour; that he sold it on the 
market at $7.25 ou the läth of July, $7.25 on the 
15th, and $7.50 on the 25th; and in figuring the 
thing up it would enable the mill to pay $1.45 to 
$1.47 fur the woeat; that one mill bad au extra 
brand of tour, and would run as bigh as $1.50 for 
wheat; that be tigured (the same as Mr. Monta- 
gue did, woo tesiided on Saturday; that be 
knows of some of the No. 2 wheat from Caicago 
being sent to the country and milled. 

On cross-examination he said be knew this 
last fact only from being told so by the miller. 

C. Manigvid testified that be was a milier, and 
resided in Milwaukee; that us to the milling 


July, according to sales of flour that he made 
from the auth to the 3ist,. be could have paid 
$1.32 tor No. 2 wheat and have bad a margin; 
that be would bave bad a good milling margin 
after paying $1.80; that he was somewhat famil- 
jar with the grade of No. 2 Chicagospring wheat: 
that in the mouthot June he handied some 40.000 
or 50,0% bushels of it; that millers drew out of 
his elevator and preferred it to Milwaukee 
wheat, because it was drier and would make a 
larwer perceatage of patent flour, and he shouid 
think it was worth five cents a Dusbel more than 
the Milwaukee No. 2. 
ON CROSS-EXAMINATION, 

witnesses could not say whether the wheat re- 
fetred to was taken trom some special elevator 
in Chicago or not; that be knows it was No. 2 
spring woeat from the representations of the par- 
ties Wo sold it, and also from the certificates of 
inspection, which he saw. He also judges it to 
be Chicago No. 2 spring wheat, because he bad 
seen that grade of wheat and was sumewbat 
familiar witb it; that some parties in Milwaukee 
bought posted wheat bere waich they found was 
not suitable, but he does not kuo of any lots of 
No. 2-spring wheat except that which weut 
turougu bis house which was bought in Chicago 
and taken to Milwaukee: tuat he knows the 
wheat which didu't make sound four was not 
No. 2 wheat because the parties couldn't fur- 
nish any certificate on it, and be was told by Mr. 
Nunnemacher that it was not No.2 wheat; that 
be was not familiar with the inspection in Chi- 
cago and pot directly acquainted with it in Mu- 
waukee; that the capacity of his mill was 400 to 
450 barrels a day. 

The wituess declined to state what he paid for 
wheat to make flour of during suly. The wit- 
ness was asked to tell whe asked bim to come 
here and testify, and on objection the commit- 
tee ruled the question out. The witness stated 
that he was a partner of C. J. Kershaw in the 
elevator business. He declined to state whether 
he bought any No. 2 spring wheat in July. 


WILLIAM DUNN 


testified that he had beena member of the 
board since 1879, and was an exporter of flour. 

Mr. Wright asked what Mr. Brine expected to 
do by the witness. 

Mr. Brine replied that he expected to prove 
the milling value of wheat on the last day of 
July, and also the export value of wheat during 
July. A long argument ensued upon the ad- 
missibility as rebutting evidence ef the testi- 
timony of the witness in regard to export value, 
and the committee ruled that it was not admis- 
sible at the present stage of the cause. 

Witness testified that be handled a great deal 
of flour in this market, and was familiar with 
the figuring by which the value of wheatina 
flour atany given price is obtained. Witness 
thought there was no time during the montb of 
July but that flour could have been made ata 
profit at $1.30 for wheat; that there was a de- 
mand for old spring wheat flour; that they 
wuuted to bave it during that munth before auy 
new wheat comes on to the warket. and a large 
price will be paid for flour of the old crop: that 
in his testimony he refers to flour made from 
No. 2 spring wheat. 

On cross-examination witness said be was not 
a miller; that be did not know tnat the flour in 
question was made from No. 2 spring wheat 
trom having seen the wheat taken from the ele- 
vator and seen it milled, but he had no doubt it 
was. 

ROBERT LINDBLOOM TESTIFED 


that he did not manipulate the market for July 
wheat for the purpose of extorting unreasona- 
ble damages for himself or any one else or any 
combination of persons, and did not know of 
any such manipulation as was in evidence 
against him. 

On cross examination, he said that he meant 
to say that be did nothing directly or indirectiy 
to enhance the price of July wheat for himseif 
or for anybody else, eitner during the month of 
July or April, May or June; that he might have 
bought some July wheat. 

The witness was asked this question: Did 
you do anything which tended to advance the 
— of July wheat, or which actualiy did ad- 

fance the price during the month of July?” 

Mr. Brine objected to the question as incom- 
petent. The committee ruled that the quesuon 
should be so framed asto relate to a combina- 
tion for the ag of extorting unreasonable 
damages. Mr. Wright said that he could not 
change his question and get at the animus of the 
thing. 

The witness stated to the committee that he 
bad no interest in the July wheat; that be bad 
40,000 bushels and sold it out, and during the 
month of July he sold more wheat than he 
bought. 

William Gerlach testified that he owned a mill 
and malthouse in Milwaukee. 

Witness was asked to state the milling value 
of No. 2 spring wheat during the latter part of 
July based upon his own operations. He 
auswered that the vaiue was about $1.34; that 
the milier could make flour at that price and 
not lose anything. 

On crosse-examination witness said that he 
bougbt wheat during the latter part of July— 
that he usually Dought from hand to mouth. 
Witness deciined to state what he paid for wheat 
during July. He said he was not acquainted 
with Chicago No. 2 wuent, but thinks bis wheat 
that he wus grinding was of as good a quality or 
better than Chicago No. 2; that some wheat was 
shipped from Chicago that was not as good as 
their No. 2.

Review of the Produce Markets VY ester- 
day. 

The markets were more active yesterday, and 
very irregular. Phe early feeling was one of 
weakness, and prices turned back towards 11 
o'clock, closing quite strong all around, though 
grain was considerably lower than on Saturday. 

The corn market took the lead in interest. It 
was depressed at the outset by the report of a 
large increase in the receipts bere, and also by 
the death of Mr. S. A. Ricker, who had been a 
very heavy trader in that market for several 
months past. He was supposed to be on the 
long side, and some operators thought that his 
corn would be placed on the market, depress- 
ing it, which they made haste to discount 
in advance. They sold the market down 
avout a cent and a half, only to 
discover that Ricker’s corn was not coming out; 
aud then the intofmation was whispered around 
that Ricker’s coru had already been placed last 
Friday and Saturday, when it was koown that 
his illness was serious. By this time shippers 
were on the market and took hoid of ali the 
spot offering vety freely, which caused a 
reaction in the teeling on futures, and a little 
more tuan alf the decline was recovered, with 
y hinged strong feeling in the latter part of the 

ay.

Tun nx are increasing signs of the complete 
collapse of the strike of the iron and steel 
workers in Pittsburg and vicinity, and it ts 
anticipated that within a few days the strike 
will cease to exist as an organized move- 
ment. One by one the milis have resumed 
work with non-union employés, and other 
large establishments are preparing to follow 
suit. Itseems to be settled that the employ- 
ers can get along without the union men, 
though their decided preference is that their 
old hands shall return, and it is expected that 
the element of dissatisfaction existing in the 
ranks of the Amalgamated Association will 
shortly develop into open revolt and a return 
of the dissatisfied members to their former 
employment. 
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Tux revolution in Corea will bring about a 
heavy reckoning with Japan, as the attacks 
on foreigners were chiefly directed against 
the Japanese diplomatic revresentatives. 
The legation was attacked, the Envoy and 
Consul and their followers forced to seek 
safety in flight, and several were killed and 
wounded. The Corean King was not mur- 
dered, as reported in the dispatenes a few 
days ago, but his Queen was assasinated, 
and the heir apparent and his betrothed, 
both of them children, were poisoned. Thir- 
teen of the Ministers of State and other high 
functionaries were slaughtered. A Japanese 
fleet has been dispatched to the port nearest 
the Corean Capital, and a large military force 
is massed near at hand to be ready for ac- 
tion if called on. Japan will exact the most 
rigid reparation, and if this is denied will 
declare war and avenge the outrage on her 
representatives with bloody reprisals. 

* 
THE FREE-THINKERS AND FANATICS. 

It is by no means clear that the so-called 
Liberal conventions, such as that which has 
been in session several days at Watkins 
Glen, N. Y., contribute anything to the prog- 
ress or happiness of mankind, Antagonism 
to church influences is the moving cause of 
such assemblages, and church influences, as 
a whole, are of too much benefit to the world 
to justify indiscriminate opposition. So far 
as the National Liberal League or its auxil- 
lary associations encourage scientific discus- 
sion of satisfying theories in philosophy 
they may be commended as social institu- 
tions, but the effort to proselyte in the cause 
of infidelity seems to be inconsistent with 
the spirit of liberality professed by the 
Free-Thinkers. Those who are content- 
ed in any faith which they may have 
espoused or may have been educated to be- 
lieve in should be undisturbed by the Lib- 
eralists. The world is no longer in a con- 
dition of ignorance, superstition, bigotry, 
and blind obedience to priests which de- 
mands a leadership out of the darkness. 
There is no coercion of belief nor repression 
of unbelief by law. The public libraries are 
open to all. Education is free. Ostracism 
on account of religious tenets or irreligious 
tendencies is neither general nor effective. 
The infidels are free to follow their own 
thoughts, and they shouid be willing that the 
church people fol.ow theirs. The Liberals, 
according to their platform, embrace the 
Spiritualists, Nationalists (Whatever they 
may bein religion), Deists, Agnostics, and 
other Classes of thinkers, who, although 
honestly differing from each other, agree in 
their practical opposition to the “encroach- 
ments of the church.“ But the fact is that the 
church is not encroaching. ‘To the extent 
that it clings to the discipline which it once 
sought to exercise over all the incomings and 
outgoings of its members it is losing ground. 
The church of this age, like nearly every- 
thing else,is progressive. The pulpit fur- 
nishes evidence of that fact every Sunday. 
The great mass of Free-Thinkers, whether 
they acknowledge the fact or not, are 
‘agnostics, They do not say there is no God 
nor declare there is no hereafter; they siui- 
ply confess they don’t know anything about 
it. In this condition of mind they should 
not be ambitious to convert others to their 
own doubts, uncertainties, and misgivings, 
but let those who may seek their happiness 
in faith. 

The platform adopted by the convention 
of Free-Thinkers at Watkins Glen sets forth 
but three objects of practical bearing, which 
are: (1) Protettion of the secular character 
of the National Constitution and laws; (2) op- 
position to the exemption of church prop- 
erty from taxation; and (3) the dismissal of 
chaplains employede at public expense for 
Congress, the army and navy, and certain 
public institutions. There is no indication 
that the secular character of the Constitu- 
tion needs the championship of a special 
league; the **God-in-the-Constitution party“ 
has not yet attained proportions which 
threaten political supremacy. A comparison 
of the State Constitutions and laws now in 
force with the earlier Constitutions and laws 
shows that great progress has been made in 
the separation of the Church and State with- 
out the active interference of an organized 
league “Of Free-Thinkers; the mainte 
nance of this distinction may be safely 
trusted to the liberal leanings of the 
American people. The exemption of 
church property from taxation may 
be properly condemned for many reasons 
disconnected with religious considerations, 
but an avowed infidel movement is certainly 
not the most available or expeditious way of 
feforming the prevailing practice. As to the 
employment of chaplains for legislative halls 
and penitentiaries, there isa general convic- 
tion that they are well placed, though there 
is but little hope that they can elevate the 
moral tone of the material they work on; 
and, for the rest, this patronage is so limited 
that it will be a difficult matter to organize 
public sentiment against it. On the whole, it 
is doubtful whether the National Liberal 
League has a sufficientraison d’ctre to make 
an aggressive appearance in public affairs. 

Zeal in the effort to influence the opinions 
of others may always be expected from the 
church and religious associations. Church 
people asarule are positive in their convic- 
tions, and harbor a dread that the mistakes 
which other people are making may prove to 
be disastrous in the next lite. This convie- 
tion is a watrant for interference to the full 
extent of organization and persuasion which 
the Free-Thinkers cannot urge. The latter 
look to no such dreadful eonsequenees as the 
former fear for those who refuse to believe 
as they do. But it is extremely doubtful 
whether the church efforts at conversion are 
always well chosen. The old-time camp- 
meeting has almost wholly disappeared; the 
combination of religious sentiment with at- 
tractive summer-resorts has found favor in 
the eyes of the faithful. But there is an oc- 
casional relic of the magnetic system of con- 
version which seems singularly out of place 
in these days of reason and conservatism. 
The annual Desplaines meeting usually 
revives the old methods, ‘especially when 
Mr. Harrison, the “ boy preacher,” conducts 
the proceedings. The newspaper accounts 
of last Sunday’s meeting agree that music 
and shoutm took the place of exhortation 
and persuasion. The condition worked up 
was rather convulsive than sincere. When 
several people pray aloud all at once while 
others are singing over and over again a sin- 


: with women shrieking and men clapping 


— verse of some monotonous psalm-tune, 
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their hands, there would not seem to bea 
good opportunity for genuine convietion or 
the highest form of religious devotion. An 
enthusiastic young man who gives himself 
up mainly to expletives, or an emotional 
woman who faints from too much excife- 
ment, is not the best possible evidence of re- 
ligious progress. There is as little logic in 
such religious scenes as there is in the or- 
ganization of Free-Thinkers with the purpose 
of making other people think as they do.

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A WORD TO SECRETARY LINCOLN. 

On the 10th of last March Sergt. John A. 
Mason of the regular army was sentenced by 
a military court-martial to be dishonorably 
dismissed the service of the United States, to 
forfeit all pay and allowances due or to be- 
come due, and to be put at hard labor in the 
Albany Penitentiary for the term of eight 
years. His offense was an assault with in- 
tent to kill. The civil authorities refused to 
take cognizance of it. Thereupon à court 
martial was summoned and Mason was tried 
under the fifty-eighth article of war, which 
is as follows: 

In time of war, insurrection, or rebellion larceny, 
robbery, burglary, arson, mayhem. mansiaugh- 
ter, assauit and battery with intent to kill, 
wounding by shooting or stabbing with Intent to 
commit murder, rape, or assault and battery 
with an intent to commit rape shall be punisba- 
ble by the sentence of a military court-martial 
when committed by persons in the military 
service of the United States. 

Itis notorious that Mason’s offense was 
not committed in time of war, insurrection, 
or rebellion. It was. technically “assault 
and battery with intent to kill,” if it was 
anything mote than a misdemeanor. Judge- 
Advocate-General Swaim held that Mason 
should properly have been tried under the 
sixty-second article of war for an offense 
„ prejudicial to good order and military 
discipline,” and that his punishment should 
have been mitigated in préportion. Whether 
the opinion of the Judge-Advocate-General 
was good lawor not, it was good sense. 
Mason committed no crime. He assaulied 
nobody, as there was nobody within the 
range of his gun to be assaulted. He put 
nobody in bodily peril. His offense was 
“prejudicial to good order and military 
discipline.” it was nothing more or worse. 

We submit to Secretary Lincoln that on 
this showing of facts the War Department 
should have been disposed to temper justice 
with mercy. It was eminently a case calling 
for forbearance by the military authorities. 
No civil jury would have convicted Mason. 
No civil Judge would have awarded him the 
extreme penalty of the law. We doubt ik 
there is on record in any court of this coun- 
try an instance in which an unsuccessful 
attempt to kill, resulting in no bloodshed 
and putting nobody in actual peril, has been 
punished with such monstrous severity. 

But aside from the merits of the case the 
petitions of the people ought to have some 
weight with the War Department and witn 
the President. This is a Government of the 
people, by the people, and for the people, as 
Secretary Lincolu has some reason to know. 
The army isnot better than the average of 
the péople: we are sometimes inclined to 
think itis much worse. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of the people—literally speaking—have 
petitioned for the pardon of Sergt. Mason. 
Why have their prayers been unheeded? 
Are the people to be rebuked and pun- 
ished as well as Sergt. Mason? Does 
the War Department intend to dis- 
cipline” the people of the United States, 
to enlighten their understandings, to correct 
their morals, and to chastise their presump- 
tion? Wecan assure Secretary Lincoln that 
the people in this part of the country are 
practically unanimous in demanding the par- 
don of Sergt. Mason. He will not do wisely 
to take his opinions on thissubject from the 
clubs or soft-service military officers in Chi- 
cago or Washington. They know little and 
care less what the people think; but they 
also have little influence in making or un- 
making Presidents and Cabinets. 

The War Department may seek to shift 
responsibility for the continued imprison- 
ment of Sergt. Mason to the President or 
the Administration at large, but the effort 
will not succeed. The War Department was 
responsible for the imprisonment of Sergt. 
Mason in the first place, and is responsible 
for its continuance. One word in the Presi- 
dent’s ear from the Secretary of War would 
effect Mason’s release tomorrow. Will the 
word be spoken? It is not like a Lincoln to 
be deaf to appeals for mercy. This poor sol- 
dier has suffered enough. 


THE ROW IN THE IRISH-AMERICAN 
CAMP. ~* 

There is an unpleasantness existing in the 
ranks of those who are directly or by inher- 
itance responsible for a fund raised in this 
country by importunate begging from poor 
persons of Irish birth, denominated the 
“skirmishing fund.“ In its origin, progress, 
and present extraordinary condition, the 
whole affair has been, even to those who 
gave their dime to the fund, in the hands of 
lrishmen. No Englishman is entitled to any 
of the glory or the disgrace attaching to the 
matter. The Fenian fiasco took place along 
in 1866-67, the failure of the war in Canada 
winding up that unfortunate affair. After 
that business had been closed up some one 
proposed that active hostilities should be 
carried on against the British Government 
by secret means, and thata fund should be 
gathered, to be called the “skirmish- 
ing fund,” the money to be expend- 
ed by confidential persons for confi- 
dential purposes. We do not know when 
this business begun, but for a number of 
years a paper in New York called the Jrish 
World was the organ of and the receiver of 
donations to the “skirmishing fund,” and a 
man calling himself ‘ O’Donovan-Rossa” 
has been reputed to be the responsible chief. 
It is unnecessary tosay that other and larger 
applications for money for patriotic purposes 
have been made to the Irish in this country, 
and several other organizations for handling 
and forwarding funds have been established 
during later years; nor is it necessary 
to say that quarrels and feuds have 
arisen, until at last the skirmishing fund“ 
organization has been expioded and torn 
to pieces. A meeting was held last Sunday 
in New York City, called by O’Donovan- 
Rossa, the great Dynamite Chieftain. All 
present ai this meeting were friends of that 
person. He said that when the fund passed 
from his hands to those of the trustees there 
were $92,000, of which, after paying for the 
O’Mahoney funeral, about $89,000 was left. 
He stated that he had resigned because there 
was no practical work done, and the business 
was left in the hands of the other trustees. 
The proceedings that followed were very 
tumultuous, and are thus reported: 


A wan named Walsh wanted to know, as he 
had giveu bis money, why they could not cae 
tigate this matter rigbt here ahd now, so that 
this gang of thieves would never show their 
faces again betore Lrishmen. He would attend 
to them the same as some of the landlords of 
Ireland—* put them out of the way, by G-. 

A great tumult was precipitated when a young 
Irishinan named James B. Dyer announced that 
nobody bad a rigbt to demand an accounting of 
toe trustees of the skirniishing fund. The 
money bad been given to be used secretiy. For 
some time Dyer stood in imminent danger of 
having his head punened by the exeited and in- 
furiated méinbers of the meeting. 

His position finally encouraged a man named 
Murphy to sugwest that they migat appoint a 
committee to act on the matter with other rep- 
resentative Irishmen from other cities, like Mr. 
Clancy, the first President of the fund, Mr. Fin- 
erty, ana Boyle O'Reilly [isses and grouns and 
cries: He is a traitor!” “Il wish to God we had 
bim here iu New Fork!“ ] As a matter of fact, 
New York bad subseribed very little to this 
fund, Mr. er returned to the attack, and 
suid New York, with its 600,000 Irishmen, had not 
e ond of te fund.

The John Devoy referred to in the forego- 
ing is one of the trustees of the fund, and is 
the editor of a paper published in New York 
called the Nation, and in the last issue of 
that paper he published the following edi- 


torial statement: 

For the past three years Jeremiah O Donovan. 
calling himself Rossa, has been circulating pub- 
licly and privately statements of the most dam- 
aging character against the meu who stepped in 
ai his earnest solicitation to save him from dis- 
grace and the Irish nauonal movement from 
shame on account ot his gross mismanagement 
of the “skirmishing fung. Although they dis- 
covered his utter dishonesty and duplicity with- 
in a few days after the transfer of the funds 
had given him a receipt for a worthless vheck 
which they supposed was good, and although 


within a few months subsequently they discov-. 


ered another act of disbonesty, mey refrained 
from publishing bis guilt to the worzd lest great- 
er injury should be done the national cause. 
Finding him incapabie of banaling money or pa- 
pers with safety to tha movement, they at 
length weve him the choice of resigning the 
trust he bad abused or of having their reasons 
for resigning published. He accepted the for- 
mer alternative, 


At the same time Devoy published a let- 
ter which he had written declining to attend 
the meeting, and in that letter said; 

I decline to goto that meeting, or to any 
otner calied by you for that or any other pur- 
pose, and | refuse to do anything that would im- 
ply that you are an honest, a trustworthy, or a 
decent mau. Your dishonest application of that 
fund to your own personal use while you were 
in charge of it, your incapacity to keep either 
papers, money, or secrets, deprive you of all 
richt te a knowledge of anything concerning it; 
while your repeated revelations of matters you 
were sworn to keep secret, your constant asso- 
ciation with bad and dishonest men who are 
your confidants, your monstrous and ru fianly 
lying for the past three years, and your treason 
to the national cause by supplymg the British 
Government, through the public press, wien im- 
portant information, piace you outside the pale 
of decent society. Your unparaileled scoun- 
drelism towards me personally, who for yeurs 
stood between you and disgrace, relieves me of 
the obligation of treating you even as a decent 
enemy. 

We submit that a more scandalous and 
disgraceful exposure than this has hardly 
ever been made even in an Irish patriotic 
organization. According to Devoy the “skir- 
mishing fund“ was handed over to the 
trustees by O’Donovan by means of a check 
and a receipt given for the fund, but unfort- 
unately the check was worthless. So in 
fact the whole fund has been squandered 
long ago. In reading these statements the 
public will draw their own conclusions, and 
the Irish in Ireland who are waiting for de- 
liverance through the aid of the so-called 
lrish in America will probably wait some 
time for the expected relief. Probably the 
having any Irish leaders in this country is a 
mistake; the place for Irishmen engaged in 
emancipating Ireland is in Ireland. There 
are perhaps too many Lrishmen in this coun- 
try managing the affairs of Ireland. They 
might find occupation on the other side, 
This country seems to be the only place 
where people give money to emancipate 
Ireland, but the agents to collect and handle 
this money should be Irishmen of Ireland. 
and not Irishmen of New York. In fact, the 
whole [fish business seems to have fallen 
into hands of so-called Americans, those who 
deny they are Irish or that they ever expect 
to be Lrish, and we think it probable that the 
growing American sentiment is that the 
proper persons to manage and conduct the 
affairs of Ireland, especially the independ- 
ence of Ireland. are those who are lrishmen 
now and expect to be Llrishmen always, and 
that the proper place for these men engaged 
in revolution is in Ireland, where they can 
be held personally responsible by the people 
for whom they act. If Devoy states the facts 
truly, the skirmishing fund collected during 
the last fifteen years has not been very fatal 
to Great Britain, though it has been a cruel 
tax upon the poor people from whom it has 


been taken. 


STATE RAILWAYS IN ITALY. 

The Nation has condensed from a German 
scientific periodical a very imteresting ac- 
count of the results of State ownership of 
railways in Italy. By the close of the year 
1880 the Italian Government had practically 
come into possession of all the railways on 
the peninsula of any importance. It was 
expected that a reduction of rates would fol- 
low the purchase of the roads by the Gov- 
ernment, but this was not the case. The 
State has been obliged to increase the freight 
charges to the amount of 73,000,000 lire, or 
$13,186,000, during the last five years. The 
increase has been caused indirectly by a 
heavy tax. It will be seen that the temptation 
to a Government to use transportation routes 
as a means of imposing indirect taxes Is very 
strong. Whenever the exigency arises, the 
Government owning railroads will turn to 
them as an immediate and easy source of 
revenue, and the people using the roads most 
largely, especially the agricultural classes, 
will have to pay a disproportionate share of 
the taxes. 

The concentration of power and patrohage 
in the hands of the Government and the 
abuse of that power are consequences of 
State ownership of railways that have been 
more commonly apprehended than any other. 
The experience of the Italian Government 
on this score does not tend to diminish 
fears of this kind. The Italian roads 
employ more than 54,000 men, or almost as 
many as there are engaged in all other de- 
partments of the civil service. A notice of 
120 places to be filled caused 2,731 candidates 
to apply, of whom 2,611 had to be rejected. 
It is probable, as the Nation says, that these 
disappointed persons appeared at election 
time as dangerous elements. Aside from 
the immediate consequences of disappoint- 
ing so many persons, the enormous power 
placed in the hands of the Government in 
the control of such a large body of men is 
dangerous to the liberties of a free people. 
The Italian railway employés number 
54,000. This is a small army of itself. 
But the American railways employ many 
times more men than the Italian railways, 
There are about 60,000 men employed by the 
railways of Illinois alone. The number ot 
employés is constantly increasing as the 
roads are being extended ‘in all directions. 
It will not be many years if the present rate 
of progress is maintained when 1,000,000 men 
may be needed to perform the railway serv- 
ice of all kinds in the United States. Our 
fathers had a great dread of standing armies. 
If the Government were to obtain control of 
the railways it would in fifty years have one 
of the largest standing armies in the world. 
An unscrupulous Administration might con- 
trol all elections, dictate the polities of States 
and municipalities, and destroy the last 
vestige of popular representation or liberty 
in many communities, 

A third objection to State control of rail- 
ways is that it engages Governments too 
much in economic and business undertak- 
ings. The railways are now vast business 
enterprises. They have machine-shops, tele- 
graphs, steamboats, sleeping-car lines, ex- 
press lines, fast-freight lines. and other sec- 
ondary industries which they are obliged to 
maintain in order to compete on equal terins 
with other roads. ‘There is a multitude of 
details to be looked after and kept up by 
prudent railway managers. The Government 
ought not to engage in purely mercantile 
business of this description, and could not 
successfully transact it if it should try. 
Nothing buta personal and selfish interest 
can carry through soe many diverse undertak- 
ings, each dependent upon the other for sup- 
port, and all combinu to make the roads 
profitable and useful to the public. 

State ownership of railroads is happily 
not an idea whitch has gained munen head. 
Way in this country. ‘Lhe objectiuns to it ave

roads have their own sweet way in control- 
ling the transportation interests of the coun- 
try. State ownership of railroads is one 
thing: State control and regulation of rail- 
roads is another and very different thine. 
The people will as consistently oppose the 
former as they will stoutly insist upon the 


latter. 
VOORHEES ON PROHIBITION. 

Senator Voorhees made a speech last 
night—opened the campaign at Terre Haute, 
Ind.—and confined himself mainly to gen- 
eralities. His remarks included the usual 
denunciation of the Republican party for its 
wastefulness and extravagance, and the 
laudation of himself for his vigorous suv- 
port of the Arrears-of-Pension law. He an- 
nounced that free trade was an impossibility, 
and that he was in favor of such protection 
as was affordea by a tariff for revenue, 
which he claimed had always been the policy 
and doctrine of the Democratic party. He 
heaped praises and glorification upon the 
State of Indiana, both as regards her past and 
her present history, and strongly advocated 
a general revision and reduction of Na- 
tional taxes. The bulk of the speech was, 
however, on the prohibition question. He 
was in favor of submitting the constitutional 
amendment to a vote of the people, but 
when the question was submitted he was op- 
posed to the policy of prohibition. On this 
branch of the question Mr. Voorhees thus 


expressed himself: 

As to the subject of prohibition within itself, 
whether it is wise or unwise, whether it alls 
within the true powers of government in its 
dealings with its citizens, whether it enhances 
the cause of temperance and morality, or the 
reverse, are matters on which there are wide 
and bovest differences ot opinion. In making 
laws to govern the people it is the part of wis- 
dom to recognize human nature ae it is and as it 
has been in all ares, rather than to erect a dif- 
ferent standard from that created by the Al- 
mighty. As far as my readi extends I find 
that every people on the globe bave believed 
themselves capable and entitied to determine 
what they would eat, drink, and wear. These 
are the most fundamental rights of human nat- 
ure. To deny them is to place man on the level 
with enslaved animals, whom you feed and 
shelter according to your wisbes, and not theirs. 
This is the reason why probibition, so called, 
never pronibits. The instinct of selfi-govern- 
ment is strong in every man’s beart, and he at 
once revolts against such an “intrusion 
upon his right of private judgment and 
self-control. Twenty-eight years ago 
was just entering upon the affairs of lite, and 
the party opposed to the Democracy at that 
time was a mongrel composed of prohibition and 
Knownothingism in about equal parts. I wit- 
nessed the temporary. triumph and the speedy 
death of this combination party. The attempt to 
enforce the Maine law, as it was then ealied, in 
Indiana in 1854 was a miserable and demoralizing 
farce. Nothing is worse in its effects on tne 
public morals than a law which is a dead letter 
—a law which it is the sworn duty of courts and 
juries to enforee, aud which they will not en- 
force. This was the case in Indiana in 1454, and 
will be again if Prohibition is adopted. It is the 
case now toa greater or less extent in every 
State where prohibition nominally prevails. 


Hypocrisy, fraud, contempt of law, with all 


their kindred evils, always accompany such a 
state of things. The daily laborer may be de- 
prived of bis beer, but the man who is abie will 
send to Kentucky for bis whisky, which, under 
this amendment, he can keep and drink to his 
heart's content so he does uot keep it for sale. 
The adoption of this amendment will not keep 
a drop of whisky, or brandy, or foreign 
costiy wines ‘out of the State which any 
one wants to bring bere to drink. It will simpiy 
stop the manufacture for sale, and close up the 
vineyurds and the breweries While Jefferson 
and every ober philosophic. mind rewarded as 
great mitigations of the evils of intemperance. 
| would be willing to leave this quesvon to any 
intelligent person Woo bas traveled in the differ- 
ent countries of Europe. When the Hon. Henry 
Wilson, of Massachusetts, was Vice-President of 
the United States be made au extensive tour 
abroad. He was at that time one of the most 
prominent and earnest advocates of the tem- 
perance cause in this or any other country. 
Upon nis return, in a conversation with me, he 
suid be did not see au intoxicated person after 
crossing the Engiish channel, although he saw 
the Freneh and the German drinking their na- 
tive wine and beer every day as we drink coffee, 
tea. or water. He was convinced, as I am, that 
the danger is from the strong liquors, and not 
from the light beverages, which every civilized 
people bave used from the days of Abraham, 
and ineiuding the founders of the Christian re- 
ligian, to the vresent time. He who succeeds 
best in substituting the use of malt tiquors and 
native wines for whisky and brandy amongst 
the laboring classes, and all others, will rank as 
a statesman and a philanthropist. 


Tu Philadelphia papers, having exhausted 
the exposure of the more ordinary metbods of 
adulterating drugs, are now exposing some of 
the novelties of the tricks practiced. The FPreas 
has discovered a new method of making beef- 
tea. In a butcher's shop a pile of lean, scraggy, 
and not very sweetiy odorous meat was piled up 
in a corner. Inquiry of the butcher showed that 
it was “doctor's meat,” and further. investiga- 
tion showed that most of the lean and sickly 
cattic were sold by him to a person in the city 
engaged in the manufacture of beef-ted. A 
prescription came into a prominent store fora 
medicine that was to be inclosed in a coating of 
cocoa- butter, which meits at the temperature of 
the human body. Not having it on hand, the 
druggist coolly inclosed it in wax and tallow, 
which do not meit at that heat, and 
course, received no ben- 
efit from it. The same authority says 
it is a very common thihg tor druggists 
to substitute common chalk for prepared oyster- 
sbeils and crabs’ eyes, both of which are some- 
times called for as absorbants of the acids in the 
stomach. The druggists’ journals and medical 
magazines are beginning to discuss the question 
of adulteration, and the Therapeutic Gazette 
offers the following very sensible suggestions: 

That there is a vast amount of dishonesty in 
the manufacture pharmaceutical prepara- 
ions, and that it is profitable through the en- 
couragement (uncunscious encouragement, 
usuuliy) given it by the medical practidoner, 
are fucts which cannot be gainsaid. The drug- 
gist’s interest in drugs is chiefly commercial, 
and he is thus tempted to buy from whom he can 
buy the cheapest. He cannot judge of the vaiue 
of euch prepared goods as he may purchase. 
The value can only be tixed by therapeutic tests. 
This being the case, it behooves physicians to 
take a-deep interest in pbarmical manufactur- 
ers, and only to support such houses as give 
them trustworthy preparations, to the exelusion 
of those who are given to sophistication, adai- 
teration, or other devices whereby to lower the 
prives of their wares. 


THERE is good reason to believe that per- 
sons calling themselves the friends of (Cul. 
George R.. Davis are making arrangements to 
carry the primaries of the Eleventh and Twelfth 
Wards by fraud. It is understood that the old 
familiar gangs of repeaters from the Seventh 
and Eighth Wards are to invade the polis in 
order to secure the elecuon of certain sets of 
delegates. Asa result of this some ill-advised 
persons are talking of holding other primaries 
than those ordered by the Central Committee, 
the consequence of which would be contesting 
delegations in the Congressional Convention. 
Any such conduct would be unwise. The way 
to deteat fraud is to meet it, not to go out of Its 
way. If the Republicans of the Eleventh and 
Twelfth Wards are sick of dishonest pri- 
maries—and they ought to be if they are 
not—they wil turn out at the polls 
and stop this illegal voting. If there 
are fifty men in any precinct of the Twelfth 
Ward who seriously want an honest election, 
Ali they have to do is to stay at the polls from 
the opening to the closing tbereof. These gangs 
of roughs are very meek and tame in the pres- 
ence of decent men, and those Judges who might 
wink at illegal voting if no objection were 
raised are very careful about admitting those 
votes when their neighbors—men whose good 
opinion they value—stand dy and challenge 
them. If the Republicans of these two great 
wards want to be represented in the Congréss- 
ional Convention by men of their own choice, 
and not by men selected for them by the Dem- 
ocrats of the Seventh and Eighth Wards, all 
they have to do is to be at the polls from 4 to 7. 
if tney preferto have their delegates selected 
by Democrats, then they will stay away.

That ordinance ought to be strictly en- 
forced, since it has been abundantiy demon- 
strated elsewhere that the laying of wires un- 
derground is entirely practicable, and as ample 
notice bas been given to ali who are interested. 


Tue London Echo speaks of a modern 
aspect of Christianity as follows: The growth 
of tolerance and Christian good-will between 
the Catholics and Protestants, at least in those 
districts where Old Catholicism prevails, is a 
religious phenomevon which deserves to be 
chronicled and held up as an example for other 
parts of the world.

It is estimated that 2,400 
tons of grain, preserved meat, and milk would 
meet the emergency—a small amount compara- 
tively. Mr. Fiske says in his appeal that ho 
more welcome gift could be sent to Iceland at 
this juncture than a shipload of hay, which 
would save a good many Hock’ from destruc- 
tion, and thus indirectly rescue nota few hu- 
man lives. Mr. Fiske says: Contributions for 
Iceland may be sent to Erikur Magnusson, M. 
A., University Library,. Cambridge, Engiand, or 
I shall be glad to forward to bim any sums which 
may be intrusted to me for that purpose.“ The 
amount required is so small that it ought to be 
promptiy forthcoming. 


Mr. GODKIN, well known in this country 
as the editor of tbe New York Nation. and now 
one of the editors of the New York Evening 
Post, has awakened much feeling in Engiand by 


a recent articie published in the London Nine- 


teenth Century in which he gives aun American 
View of Ireland.” He discusses the question of 
Do the Engiisbh Hate the Irish?” invoiving, of 
course, the other, Do the Irish Hate the En- 
glish?’ The theory of the paper is that the En- 
giish hatred of the Irish has been so prolonged 
and so relentiess that it bas resulted in an in- 
tense Irish batred of England. The Spectator, 
afte: a review of the article, thus dismisses Mr.

Mr. Gotikin’s paper, ably as it is written, seems

A new kind of thief-hunt has just been 
successfully tried in Rome.

Now thieves found 
it very profitable to go and sleep next to these 
poor fellows, who carry in their pockets all their 
fortunes, the fruit of many days’ hard work. 
The police have lately organized a service of 
men who, dressed like contadini, go around the 
Roman basilicas and forums and “ sleep on duty.“ 
When the thief comes they catch him aad lock 
him up. This new service has proved very 
effective for the protection of the pockets of 
out-of-door sleepers, 


AN important change has been decided 
upon in the Russian army. With the exception 
of the cuirassiers, life-guards, and Cossacks, the 
whole force of regular cavairy is to be trans- 
formed into dragoons, carrying small bayoret- 
rifles for the performance of infantry service, 
The existing regiments of hussars, lancers, 
mounted grenadiers, and others will retain their 
present titles, but as regiments of dragvons. 
The main reason for this change is the wish to 
lessen the enormous expense which js. entailed 
in a large army like that of Russia by too great

GREAT BRITAIN. 
THE IRISH, 
Special Cable. 

Dustin, Aug. 28.—The Herald's special says: 
The constabulary agitation has reached a sud- 
den crisis. It was brought about by the action 
of theGovernment. Saturday afternoon orders 
were received in Limerick to the effect that the 
sub-constables who acted as spokesmen on the 
occasion of the Inspector-General’s recent 
visit were to proceed at once on transfer 
to distant stations in the northern prov- 
inces. Only three hours were given the 
men to prepare for their journey. The 
sub-constables at once sent in their resignations, 
and refused to obey the orders to proceed to 
the north. A meeting was held of the whole 
force, and a resolution was passed to 
support the men. At the same time tele- 
grams were sent to all the principal stations 
informing the men of the new attitude of af- 
fairs. Replies were received promising support 
from Cork, Belfast, Derry, Enais, Dun- 
dalk, and other towns. When the men 
refused to obey orders, a telegram 
was at once sent to Inspector-General 
Bruce, at Dublin Castle, and the commandant 
left for Limerick by the night mail. On Sun- 
day morning all the men of the city and suburbs 
paradéd before Col. Bruce, who addressed them 
briefly, stating he would be unworthy of his 
position it he did net compel the men to obey 
the orders which they had received. He would 
not accept their resignations. He reminded the 
men that, under the statute of George LII., they 
were liable to three months’ imprisonment 
and other periaities for their disobedience. He 
gave them till 7 o'clock on Monday mornzig 
to reconsider their action. The men im- 
mediately afterward beld a meeting 
and determined that if ang action 
was taken against the ringleaders they 
would send in tueir resignations ina body. An 
intimation was sent tothe sub-inspector that 


me men adhered to their resolve. Nothing trans- 


pired as to what action the authorities would 
take if the men refused tocomply. This action, 
which bas precipitated the crisis at a time when 
acommission was sitting to inquire into the 
men's grievances is regarded as most injudicious. 
The whole aspect of the agitation bas been 
changed. The men now allege that there bus 
been afi attempt to victimize and punish the 
sub-Constables who, at the request of their 
comrades, placed their grievances before the 
Inspector-General. Either the Government or 
the constabulary must now be victorious, If 
the men obey orders the agitation must collapse. 
If thes refuse, the real scope and strength of 
the alleged combination among the constabu- 
lary will be revealed.

DvuBLin, Aug. 28.—The discontent of the con- 
stabulary bas extended to the metropolitan po- 
lice. Four hundred of the latter met to com- 
plain that they were pot compensated for extra 
work. While the meeting was proceeding, the 
Chief Commissioner appeared and ordered the 
Chairman to quit the chair. The Chairman re- 
fused. The Commissioner threatened to make 
an example of the Chairman. Ihe meeting dis- 
persed shortly after. 

Ata subsequent meetme the men pledged 
themselves to compensate the Chairman for any 
loss he might sustain. 

The Inspector-General of the Roral Irish Con- 
stabulary held a parade Sunday of the entire 
Limerick forces. He said the transfers to the 
North of Ireland of six sub-constables, which 
had occasioned the excitementin the ranks, was 
not meant as a punishment. He pointed out 
that insubordination could not be tolerated. 
The six men referred to have until Monday 
morning, he said, to decide whether to go North 
or resign.

THE KING NOT KILLED, BUT THE QUEEN AND 
ALL THE OTHER MEMBERS OF THE ROYAL 
FAMILY MURDERED BY THE ARMED MOB. 
YOKOHAMA, Aug. 11.—About 5 o’clock on the 

evening of July an organized body of insur- 

gents took possession of the main thoroughfares 
in Seoul, the capital of Corea, and attacked the 
royal residence and the Japanese Legation. 

From the latter the Envoy and the Consul es- 

caped with some twenty followers, and made 

their way to the palace for protection, but found 
it already iu posseseion of the rioters. They 
then retreated to Jinsen, a port fifteen miles 
distant, being repeatedly assailed on the way. 

Four were killed, three wounded, and several are 

missing. The survivors, among whom were 

the Envoy and the Consul, reached 

a British surveying ship in the neighborhood. 

Arriving at Nagasaki, the Japanese ship of war 

was ordered to Corea to rescue the imperiled 

Japanese and obtain information as to the cause 

of the outbreak, but to avoid discussion or dis- 

pute. The vessel returned Aug. 4, announcing 
that the Japanese at Seoul bad probably been 
slaughtered, and that the capital was in a state 
ofanarchy. Of the royal inmates of the palace, 
thé King alone was spared; bis Queen was mur- 
dered; bis heir and the latter's betrothed, both 
children, were poisoned. Thirteen Ministers of 

State and other high dignitaries were slain. The 

proceedings are said to have been directed by 

the ex-Regent Tai-in-Kun, by some pronounced 
to be the father, and by others the uncle of the 

King. He has always been a violent opponent 

of foreign intercourse. Whether he assumed 

control of the Government or not, is not yet 
knowa. 

At the ports of Tu-San and Jinsen there has 
been no disturbance. Japan acted with prompt- 
nessand prudence. A naval military rendez- 
vous has been established at Shimoneki, the 
nearest port to Corea. A fleet has been dis- 
patched to the scene of disorder, and troops 
gathered to await the development of affairs. 
The reparation must be absolute and uncondi- 
tional or war will eneve. A telegram from the 
Navy Department at Washington was received 
by Admiral Clitz, commanding the United States 
naval force ju Asia, announcing that Commo- 
dore Shufeidt’s treaty with Corea had been re- 
jected, requesting that a ship-of-war be sent to 
Corea, and stating that Mr. Young, United 
States Envoy to China, would assume diplomatic 
control of the questivn. The German treaty 
with Corea bas been signed, and the attempt to 
negotiate a French treaty bas been foiled owing 
to French agents insisting that missionaries be 
allowed to pursue their calling in the Kingdom. 

Corea is a mountainous Kingdom of Eastern 
Asia. The King is a vassal of the Chinese Em- 
pire, yet within bis own country he is an abso- 
jute monareh. His name is so holy that no one 
is permitted to speak it, and it is rated high 
treason to touch bis body with any weapon ot 
iron. Tieng-teong-tai-vang permitted bimseif 
to die of an abscess in the year 1800 rather than 
permit his doctor to use a lance upon him. 
Every horseman that passes the palace of the 
King is compelied to dismount, and those who 
enter his presence must needs prostrate them- 
selves before the throne. 

There are eight provinces in the Kingdom, and 
each is presided over by a Governor. The Cor- 
ean language is Turanian in its nature, but the 
educated classes have discarded it for Chinese. 
Buddhism is the official religion, and sacrifices 
ef pigs, goats, and sheep are offered to 
the gods for all purposes upon the least 
provocation. Plurality of wives is not tol- 
erated, but hdrems are in high fashion, and 
one of these arrangements is attached to 
the palace of the King. Children fare well 
among the people, and strong affection for their 
offepring is one of the redeeming traits of the 
Corean peopie. Paper is the only thing of any 
consequence manufactured in the country, but 
trade there is entirely undeveloped. — 

The mineral resources of Corea are said to be 
great, gold, silver, copper, iron-ore. and coal 
being among the hidden treasures. The Corean 
women are not considered of much importance 
by the males, and among the upper classes the 
matriage of a widdw is considered disgraceful, 
and the production of the union, if there be 
any, is looked upon as being illegitimate. Wid- 
owers are, of course, free to wed a dozen times 
if they are so inclined. The average Corean 
dotes on reptiles, and views them with the most 
profound respect and awe. 


CHINA AND JAPAN, 
CHINA. 

Howa Kone, July 3.—Conrank, the French 
missionary, reported killed by the native mob 
at Peishun, near the Amoor River, still survives, 
but in a pitiable condition. The injuries in- 
flicted upon him were of the most horribie kind. 
The French Legation at Pekin is now investi- 
gating. Affairs are still unsettled between the 
French in Annam and the native authorities. 
Young, United States Envoy to Uhina, is on the 
way from Shanghai to Tcente® to meet Li Hung 
xe JAPAN. 

Yoxouama, Aug. 11.—Ill-feelingjamong the 
American residents of Japan has been started 
by the repeated and apparently studied dis- 
courtesies to the United States flag on the part 
ot the British naval officers. The American 
ship Swatara left Yokohama, homeward bound, 
July 27. Sue was saluted, according to custom, 
by the war sbips of every nationality except the 
English. The British fleet at Yokohama wassent 
away on the 2d of July last, and remained at sea 
over the 4th, avoiding the necessity for a salute. 

Similar incidents were of constant occurrence 
during Grant's visit. and the determination of 
the British army officers at Rong Kong to with- 
bold salutes on Washington's Birthday bas been 
the cause of a difference between the officers 
and Gov. Sir Jonn Hennessy, who shows a sense 
of the proprieties on such occasions. It is

There are extraordinary reports in the Japan- 
ese newspapers respecting the cremation of the 
corpses of the poorer victimé to cholera. Oper- 
atives appear to have been stricken with a 
panic, and considerable numbers forsook their 
work. The Government authorities, finding it 
possible tb replice them by men of great igno- 
rance and questionable character, the work was 
neglected. Scores of bodies dried before they 
were burned, and persons still alive were thrown 
into the flames. 

The reforms instituted by Okuma, recently at 
the head of the Finance. Department, ha ve been 
thrown aside. Fears prevallof a season of reck- 
less extravagance. 

ln the violent gales between Japan and China 
during early August many sailing ships were 
reported heavily damaged. Several are missing.

HINDOOS AND MOHAMMEDANS FIGHTING. 

CaLcuTta, Aug. 28.—Fearful rioting between 
Hindoos and Mohammedans has occurred at 
Salem. Three Mohbammedans bave been ar- 
rested. An eye-witness of the disorders says he 
saw the disemboweled body of a Mohammedan 
infant lying on the ground with its arms torn 
off. The headless corpses of Mohammedan men 
and women were lying on every side. Houses of 
Mohamwedans have been burned and the prin- 
cipal mosque was almost razed to the ground. 
The heads of pigs have been thrown into wells 
with the corpses of Mohammedan children. 
Troops are still patrolling the streets. The Mo- 
hammedans are a small minority of the popu- 
lation.

The rumor that the Arabs are intrenching at 
Heliopolis, a few miles east of Cairo, suggests 
the possibility of a very striking coincidence. 
It would certainly be a singular instance of 
“history repeating itself” were fate of 
Egypt to beasecond time decided upon the 
same field that wituessed the final overthrow of 
the Mamelukes by Napoleon Bonaparte, who 
on that occasion encouraged his soldiers with 
the now well-knowb apostrophe, From the 
summit of yonder pyramids forty centuries 
are watching you.” The battle, though fought 
against overwhelming odds, was not doubtful 
fora moment.

THE MISSISSIPPI. 
MEETING OF THE COMMISSION. 
Special Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Yorn, Aug. 28.— The Mississippi ttiver 
Commission met here today. Gen. Gilmore pré 
sided, and the other members of the — 
present were Gen. Comstock. Maj: Harrod, Maj. 
Suter, Prot. Mitchell, and Judge Taylor. Henry 
B. Richardson, Chief-Engineer of the State of 
Louisiana, and Messrs. Kenner and Wilkinson, 
of the same State, appeared in the interest of 
the levee building below the mouth of the. Red 
River. Mr. Richardson discussed the importance 
of building levees below as well as above the 
Red River, and said that funds availiable for the 
purpose from the State of Louisiana would 
be insufficient for the performance of the 
work. After some discussion of the subject a 
resoludion was offered to allot $100,000 from the 
contingent reserve fund of $473,000 to repairing 
and building levees below the mouth of the Red 
River. The resolution was, however, voted 
down. The discussion then turned to the sub- 
ject of the allotment of $1,300,000 made at the 
previous sitting of the commission in this city 
for building and repairing levees on the 
west bank from the mouth of the Red 
River upward, and on the east bank 
from the mouth of the Yazoo River 
upward, and a resolution was adopted to the 


effect that it is the judgment of the Mississippi | 


Commission that the repairing and building of 
levees as set forth in the resolutions of the Mis- 
sissippi River Commission adopted at their re- 
cent sessions in this city should be done as a 
part ot the plans of the commission to afford 
ease and safety to navigation commerce of 
the Mississippi River, and to deepen the channel, 
and that the retary of War be informed that 
the allotment of funds and the pians proposed at 
thal session were made in pursuance of such 
judgement of the commission then existing. 

The Secretary of War bas deciared that bids 
for levee building obtained by the Mississippi 
State authorities cannot be used by the United 
States Government, and separate bids must be 
advertised for in accordance with the provisions 
laid down for other harbor and river improve- 
ment work. This will cause a delay of trom ten 
to fifteen days. 

During the afternoon the subject of levees 
on the Red River was reconsidered. The reso- 
lution which was voted down earlier in the day 
provided that $100,000 trom the reserve contin- 

fund of £473,000 should be  aliot- 

levee building below the mouth of 

Red River.

SALE.

New Tonk, Aug. 28.—“ It is a subject of vast 
importance to housekeepers in this city,” said a 
prominent butcber today, speaking of the 
transportation of fresh meat in refriger- 
ator-cars from Chicago to the Eastern cities. 
“The business has become a very great one, 
and will become much greater when the traffic 
extends to New York, as it will inevitably do. 
Just now there is not a single car-load of fresh 
meat shipped to the city from tne West.”

Debut of Miss Margaret Mather at Me- 
Vicker’s Theatre—A Great Success tor 
the New Star and Mer Manager. 

The début ot Mies Margaret Mather, an event 
which has been looked forward to with great 
interest and high expectations for many weeks, 
took place at McVicker’s Theatre last evening, 
and was in every way a success. Long before 
the doors were opened every seat in the house 
had been sold, and when the curtain went up 
for the first act an audience which included the 
fashion and wealth of Chicago was present. The 
present is perhaps the first imstance in the 
history ot this city where there has been any 
local enthusiasm over au event of this kind, but 
although the audience last night was predis- 
posed in favor of Miss Mather and 
her manager, Mr. J. M. Hill, it was 
none the less a critical audience, and the ap- 
plause, which began upon the first appearance 
of the débuante and was repeated so frequentiy 
before the final fall of the curtain, was genuine, 
and came from the hearts of the people. Three 
recalls were demanded at the close of the first 
act, and after the second the cheering was even 
more proloaged and hearty. When Miss Mather 
bad responded to these demonstrations of ap- 
proval there were loud calls tor Mr. Hiil, and 
when that gentleman appeared betore the cur- 
tain the manner of his ceception showed that 
he had the good-will of the people of Chicago, 
and that they admired his pluck and energy 
fully as much as they appreciated his judg- 
ment. 

The public expectation over the first appear- 
ance of Miss Mather in the somewhat ambitious 
role which she had chosen for her primal essay 
had been so far wrought up that the débutante 
labored under a disadvantage. The immense 
audience, though kind, was critical, and there 
was only too much reason to fcar that the stand- 


ard by which Miss Mather was to be judged 
would be a hard one, and that, instead of award- 


ing praise for meritorious effort to a beginner, 
the audience would condemn her for any 
talling short of perfection. 


well-spread interest attaching to ber initial ap- 
pearance, the success of Miss Mather lust even- 
ina may fairly be termed phenomenal. 

In the first act, 
mother and the Nurse, the daughter of the Cap- 
ulets has but little to do save to look pretty. 
Nature bas dove much for Miss Mather, and her 
graceful, though somewhat girlish, actions 
(Juliet, by the way, was but 14 instead of 18, 
as declared by the Nurse) at once 
won for her well-deserved plaudits. 
She gota recall at the end of this act, and it waa 
weil deserved, for she spoke ber lines with good 
delivery and a self-possession most remarkable 
under such circumstances. 

The balcony scene in the second act is gener- 
ally taken asthe test of Juliel’s powers. We 
hardiy agree with this judgment, but certainly 
Miss Mather gained upon her audietice during 
this act, and her rendering of the pretty and en- 
dearing speeches which fell to ber lot was fault- 
less. The applause which followed was most 
generous, and from this point on it was evident 
that the new aspirant for histrionic favor had 
the thorough support of the house. 

Time will not permit of any elaborate analysis 
of Miss Mather’s acting. It must suiice to say 
that she most agreeabiy disappointed those who 
had come prepared to scoff at the idea of an un- 
known American girl essaying the part of Ve- 
roua's daughter. From the beginning of the 
third act until she fell prone on the prostrate 
body of her dead lover, Juliet grew strouger. 
Her reading was natural and her delivery un- 
strained. Most certainly she has studied in a 
good school; ber gestures were natural and 
pleasing, and her knowledge of the business of 


the stage marvelous for one who has yet to gain 


the ripened experience which comes with years 
of study. 

In the parting with ber lover and in the 
stormy scene with ber father and mother she 
was at once strong and capable, showing a thor- 
ough mastery, not only of the text, but of the 
spirit of the great master who gave it. In short, 
Mies Mather grew in strength as the situation 
demanded, and called forth the higher artistic 
talent. and her first appearance upon the 
mimic stage must in all fairness be chronicled 
Her best 
friends could not have asked for her a better 
reception than she met last night and her worst 


enemy—if one she has—could not gainsay the 
warinth and genuineness of the applause which 


rewarded her effort.

THE IRISH, 
Special Cable. 

Dunt ix, Aug. 28.—The Herald’s special says: 
The constabulary agitation has reached a sud- 
den crisis. It was brought about by the -action 
of theGovernment. Saturday afternoon orders 
were received in Limerick to the effect that the 
sub-constabies who acted as spokesmen on the 
occasion of the Inmspector-General's recent 
visit were to proceed at once on transfer 
to distant stations in the northern prov- 
inces. Only three hours were given the 
men to prepare for their journey. The 
sub-constables at once sentin their resignations, 
and refused to obey the orders to proceed to 
the north. A meeting was held of the whole 
force, and a resolution was passed to 
support the men. At the same time tele- 
grams were sent to all the principal stations 
informing the men of the new attitude of af- 
faire. Replies were received promising support 
from Cork, Belfast, Derry, Eunls, Dun- 
dalk, and other towns. When the men 
refused to obey orders, a telegram 
was at once sent to  Inspector-General 
Bruce. at Dublin Castle, and the commandant 
left for Limerick by the night mail. Ou Sun- 
day morning all the men of the city and suburbs 
paradéd before Col. Bruce, who addressed them 
briefly, stating he would be unworthy of his 
position it he did not compel the men tu obey 
the orders which they had received. He would 
not accept their resignations. He reminded the 
men that, under the statute of George LII., they 
were liable to three months’ imprisonment 
and other periaities for their disobedience. He 
gave them till 7 o’clock on Monday morning 
to reconsider their action. The men im- 
mediately afterward held a meeting 
and determined that if ang action 
was taken againet the ringleaders they 
would send in their resignations ina body. An 
intimation was sent to the sub- Inspector that 
me men adhered to their resolve. Nothing trans- 
pired as to what action the authorities would 
take if the men refused tocomply. This action, 
which bas precipitated the crisis at a time when 
a commission was sitting to inquire into the 
men’s grievances is regarded as most injudicious. 
The whole aspect of the agitation bas been 
changed. The men now allege that there bas 
been an attempt to victimize and punish the 
sub-Constables who, at the request of their 
comrades, placed their grievances before the 
Inspector-General. Either the Government or 
the constabulary must now be victorious. If 
the men obey orders the agitation must collapse. 
If they refuse, the real scope and strength of 
the alleged combination among the constabu- 
lary will be revealed. 

To the Western Assoctated Press. 

DUBLIN, Aug. 28.—The discontent of the con- 
stabulary bas extended to the metropolitan po- 
lice. Four hundred of the latter met to com- 
plain that they were not compensated for extra 
work. While the meeting was proceeding, the 
Chief Commissioner appeared and ordered the 
Chairman to quit the chair. The Chairman re- 
fused. The Commissioner threatened to make 
an example of the Chairman. The meeting dis- 
persed shortly after. 

At a subsequent meeting the men pledged 
themselves to compensate the Chairman for any 
loss he might sustain. 

The Inspector-General of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary held a parade Sunday of the entire 
Limerick forces. He said the transfers to the 
North of Ireiand of six sub-constables, which 
had occasioned the excitementin the ranks, was 
not meant as a punishment. He pointed out 
that insubordination could not be tolerated. 
The six men referred to have until Monday 
morning, he said, to decide whether to go North 
or resign.. 

The-force at Cork sympathize with the Lim- 
erick police. 

The funeral of Charles J. Kickham, the Fen- 
ian, took piace yesterday. Ten thousand per- 
sons accompanied the remains from bis late 
residence at Black Rock to King’s Bridge Depot, 
whence the body was conveyed to Tipperary. 
Several ex-Fenian prisoners, and Dillon, Sexton, 
and Healy, members of Pariiament, were pres- 
ent. 

The agitation among the Metropolitan police 
bas subsided, they being satisfied by assurances 
of the Chief Commissioner and Lord Spencer, 
who promised that inquiry should be made into 
their grevances. 

The Kings County constabulary have approved 
of the action of the Limerick coustables in refus- 
ing to be transferred, and have opened a sub- 
scription to sustain them. They have also tele- 
graphed their sympathy. 

The peuple of Limerick bave practically be- 
come their own policemen, a large majority of 
the constabulary having refused further duty. 
The men ascribe the blame for the whole trouble 
to Clifford Lloyd. 

Spectal Cable. 

LIMERICK, Aug. 28-8 p. m.—The Herald's spe- 
cial says: Five of the six sub-constables per- 
sisted in their refusal to proceed to the northern 
provinces,ana were at Once dismissed by Inspect- 
or-General Bruce, who remained at Limerick 
last night. The sixth sub-constabie, Carton, at 
the last moment, obeyéd the order and left 
Limerick by the II o’eiock train. The 
dismissed men doffed their uniforms and 
gathered their effects together in half an 
bour. As they left the William street barracks, 
their comrades crowded around and followed 
them into the street, cheering lustily. All this 
took place in sight of the Inspector- 
General. Immediately afterward one 
sub- constable refused to proceed 
od his beat, and resigned on the spot. Four 
others also resigned. This was the position of 
affairs up to 4 o'clock. Telegrams 
are arriving from all parts of 
Ireland supporting the action of the 
men, exhorting them to stand tirm and resist 
the trausfer. The sympathy of the whoie force 
is with the dismissed men. Five hun- 
dred unds per man was guaranteed them 
ae Delegates from the Counties 
L m. Sligo, Mayo, Roscommon, Galway. and 
Westmeath met at Atblone. A telegram from 
the meeting states that the transfer was con- 
demned and Col. Bruce’s removal demanded. 
Confidence is expressed in Earl Spencer. 
The men are prepared to lay down their 
batons if the trausfers are carried out. A tele- 
gram to this effect was sent to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant. Forty men have sent in their resig- 
pations. The gates of the Chief Police Barracks 
have been locked. After the withdrrwal of 
the Inspector-Geverai to his hotel. an orderly 
galloped up to inform him thirty men re- 
fused to go on duty, and sent in 
their resignations. He proceeded at once 
to William street, and addressed the 
men who resigned, advising them not to act 
bastily, or to be influenced bs what had taken 
place. He was scarcely listened to, the 
men responding by cheering tor their 
five dismissed comrades. The Inspector- 
General ired to the County Inspeetor’s of- 
fice, seemingly overwhelmed by the apex pected 
action of the men.

THE KING NOT KILLED, BUT THE QUEEN AND 
ALL THE OTHER MEMBERS OF THE ROYAL 
FAMILY MURDERED BY THE ARMED MOB. 
YOKOHAMA, Aug. 11.—About 5 o’clock on the 

evening of July Ban organized bedy of insur- 

gents took possession of the main thoroughfares 
in Seoul, the capital of Corea, and attacked the 
royal residence and the Japanese Lega tion. 

From the latter the Envoy and the Consul es- 

caped with some twenty followers, and made 

their way to the palace for protection, but found 
it already in posseseion of the rioters. They 
then retreated to Jinsen, a port üfteen miles 
distant, being repeatedly assailed on tne way. 

Four were killed, three wounded, and several are 

missing. The survivors, among whom were 

the Envoy and the Consul, reached 

a British surveying ship in the neighborhood. 

Arriving at Nagasaki, the Japanese ship of war 

was ordered to Corea to rescue the imperiled 

Japanese and obtain information as to the cause 

of the outbreak, but to avoid discussion or dis- 

pute. The vessel returned Aug. 4, announcing 
that the Japanese at Seoul had probably been 
slaughtered, and that the capital was in a state 
ofanarchy. Of the royal inmates of the palace, 
tné King alone was spared; bis Queen was mur- 
dered; dis heir and the latter's betrothed, both 
children, were poisoned. Thirteen Ministers of 

State and other high dignitaries were slain. The 

proceedings are said to have been directed by 

the ex-Regent Tai-in-Kun, by some pronounced 
to be the father, and by others the uncle of the 

King. He has always been a violent opponent 

of foreign intercourse. Whether he assumed 

control of the Government or not, is not yet 
knowa. 

At the ports of Tu-San and Jinsen there has 
been no disturbance. Japan acted with prompt- 
ness and prudence. A naval military rendez- 
vous has been established at Shimoneki, the 
nearest port to Corea. A fleet has been dis- 
patched to the scene of disorder, and troops 
gathered to await the development of affairs. 
The reparation must be absolute and uncondi- 
tional or war will ensue. A telegram from the 
Navy Department at Washington was received 
by Admiral Clitz, commanding the United States 
naval force in Asia, announcing that Commo- 
dore Shufeidt’s treaty with Corea had been re- 
jected, requesting that a ship-of-war be sent to 
Corea, and stating that Mr. Young, United 
States Envoy to China, would assume diplomatic 
control of the question. The German treaty 
with Corea has been signed, and the attempt to 
negotiate a French treaty bas been foiled owing 
to French agents insisting that missionaries be 
allowed to pursue their calling in the Kingdom. 

Corea is a mountainous Kingdom of Eastern 
Asia. The King is a vassal of the Chinese Em- 
pire, yet within his own country he is an abso- 
lute monarch. His name is so holy that no one 
is permitted to speak it, and it is rated high 
treason to touch bis body with any weapon of 
iron. Tieng-teong-tai-vang permitted himéeif 
to die of an abscess in the year 1800 rather than 
permit his doctor to use a lance upon him. 
Every horseman that passes the palace of the 
King is compelled to dismount, and those who 
enter his presence must needs prostrate them- 
selves before the throne. 

There are eight provinces in the Kingdom, and 
each is presided over by a Governor. The Cor- 
ean language is Turanian in its nature, but the 
educated classes have discarded it for Chinese. 
Buddhism is the official religion, and sacrifices 
ef pigs, goats, and sbeep are offered to 
the gods for all purposes upon the least 
provocation. Plurality of wives is not tol- 
erated, but hdrems are in high fashion, and 
one of these arrangements is attached to 
the palace of the King. Ohildren fare well 
among the people, and strong affection for their 
offspring is one of the redeeming traits of the 
Corean peopie. Paper is the only thing of any 
consequence manufactured in the country, but 
trade there is entirely undeveloped. 


The mineral resources of Corea are said to be 
great, gold, silver, copper, iron-ore. and coal 
beige among the bidden treasures. The Corean 
women are not considered of much importance 
by the males, and among the upper classes the 
matriage of a widdw is considered disgraceful, 
and the production of the union, if there be 
any, is looked upon as being iliegitimate. Wid- 
owers are, of course, free to wed a dozen times 
if they are so inclined. The average Corean 
dotes on reptiles, and views them with the most 
profound respect and awe. 


CHINA AND JAPAN, 
CHINA. 

Howe Kone, July ®.—Conrank, the French 
missionary, reported killed by the native mob 
at Peishun, near the Amoor River, still survives, 
but in a pitiable condition.

JAPAN. 

Younonama, Aug. 11.—Ili-feelingjamong the 
American residents of Japan has been started 
by the repeated and apparently studied dis- 
courtesies to the United States flag on the part 
of the British naval officers. The American 
ship Swatara left Yokohama, homeward bound, 
July 27. Sue was saluted, according to custom, 
by the war ships of every nationality except the 
English. The British fleet at Yokohama wasseut 
away on the 2d of July last. and remained at sea 
over the 4th, avoiding the necessity for a sulute. 

Similar incideats were of constant occurrence 
during Grant's visit, and the determination of 
the British army officers at Hong Kong to with- 
hold salutes on Washington's Birthday has been 
the cause of a difference between the officers 
and Gov. Sir Jonn Hennessy, who shows a sense 
of the proprieties on such oecasions. It is

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The fina] installments of Japan's first foreign 
loan, contracted in England ten years ago, was 
bald July 31. The foreign indebtedness is now 
only a few million dollars. 

The Emperor of Japan is reported suffering 
1 disease, with dropsy and acute rheumat- 
sm. 

The Corean troubles bave injuriously affected 
the paper currency. It is now at a discount of 
70 per cent below silver. 

There are extraordinary reports in the Japan- 
ese newspapers respecting the cremation of the 
corpses of the poorer victims to cholera. Oper- 
atives appear to have been stricken with a 
papic, and considerable numbers forsook their 
work. The Government authorities, finding it 
possible to replace them by men of great igno- 
rance and questiogabie obaracter, the work was 
neglected. Scores of bodies dried before they 
were burned, and persons still alive were thrown 
into the flames. f 

The reforms instituted by Okuma, recently at 
the bead of the Finance. Department, bave been 
thrown aside. Fears prevailof a season of reck- 
less extravagance. 

In the violent gales between Japan and China 
during eariy August many Sailmg ships were 
reported heavily damaged. Several are missing.

The Hattle of the Pyramids. 
New York Times. 

The rumor that the Arabs are intrenching at 
Heliopolis, a few miles east of Cairo, suggests 
the possibility of a very striking coincidence. 
It would certainly be a singular instance of 
“history repeatilig itself” were the fate of 
Egypt to beasecond time decided upon the 
same field that witnessed the final overthrow of 
the Mamelukes by Napoleon Bonaparte, who 
ov that occasion encouraged his soldiers with 
the now well-knowb apostrophe, From the 
summit of yonder pyramids forty centuries 
acc watching you.” The battle, though fought 
against overwhelming odds, was not doubtful 
fora moment.

THE MISSISSIPPI. 


MEETING OF THE COMMISSION. 
Special Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Yorn, Aug. 28.—The Mississippi ttiver 
Commission met here today. Gen. Gilmore pre- 
sided, and the other members of the commission 
present were Gen. Comstock. Maj. Harrod, Maj. 
Suter, Prof. Mitchell, and Judge Taylor. Henry 
B. Richardson, Chief-Engineer of the State of 
Louisiana, and Messrs. Kenner and Wilkinson, 
of the same State, appeared in the interest of 
the levee building below the mouth of the. Red 
River. Mr. Richardson discussed the importance 
of building levees below as well as above the 
Red River, and said that funds avallable for the 
purpose from the State of Louisiana would 
be insufficient for the performance of the 
work. After some discussion of the subject a 
resoludon was offered to allot $100,000 from the 
contingent reserve fund of $473,000 to repairing 
and building levees beiow the mouth of the Red 
River. The resolution was, however, voted 
down. The discussion then turned to the sub- 
ject of the allotment of $1,300,000 made at the 
previous sitting of the commission in this city 
for building and repairing levees on the 
west Dank from the mouth of the Red 
River upward, and on the east bank 
from the mouth of the Yazoo River 
upward, and a resolution was adopted to the 


effect that it is the judgment of the Mississippi | 


Commission that the repairing and building of 
levees as set forth in the resolutions of the Mis- 
sissippi River Commission adopted at their re- 
cent sessions in this city should be done as a 
part ot the plans of the commission to afford 
ease and safety to navigation and commerce of 
the Mississippi River, and to deepen the channel, 
and that the Secretary of War be informed chat 
the allotment of funds and the plans proposed ut 
thal session were made in rureuance of such 
judgment of the commission then existing. 

The Secretary of War bas deciared that bids 
for levee building obtained by the Mississippi 
State authorities cannot be used by the United 
States Government, and separate bids must be 
advertised for in accordance with the provisions 
laid down for other harbor and river improve- 
ment work. This will cause a delay of from ten 
to fifteen days. 

During the afternoon the subject of levees 
on the Red River was reconéside © reso- 
lution which was voted down earlier in the day 
provided that $100,000 [rom the reserve contin- 
gent fund of 473.000 should be  aliot- 
ted to levee building below the woutu of 
Red River. H. B. Richardson. State Engineer 
of Louisiana, spoke of the necessity of the 
work, and said that the funds available from 
ate 8 for that purpose would not be suf- 
leut. 

The following resolution, offered by Judge 
Taylor. was fvally adopted: 

Hesolped, That it is reeommended that the sum 
of 650.000 be set aside from the contingeut al- 
lot ment for buildi and repairing levees for 
closing outlets and crevasses below the Red 
River which discharge into the Atchafalaya and 
its basin, such sum to be applied to the ciosure 
of such outlets as are nearest the Red River and 
divert the largest quantity of waters of the 
Mississippi. 

The commission adjourned to meetin St. 
Louis Sept. 8.

CHICAGO FRESH MEAT. 


THE METROPOLIS AS A MARKED FOR ITS 
SALE. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune. 

New Yorn, Aug. 28.—" It is a subject of vast 
importance to housekeepers in this city.“ said a 
prominent butcher today, speaking of the 
transportation of fresh meat in _ refriger- 
ator-cars from Chicago to the Hastern cities. 
“The business has become a very great one, 
and will become much greater when the traffic 
extends to New York, as it will inevitably do. 
Just now there is not a single car-load of fresh 
ment shipped to the city from tne West.” 

“Why is chat?“ 

There are various reasons. One is that the 
railroads furnish better facilities for the ship- 
ping of fresh meats to Boston, Philadel- 
phia, and Baitimore than to this market. 
Another reason is that the originator 
of this business is a Uhicago butcher 
who went from Boston, and works his business 
better there because he is known to everybody 
in that city. At present the business is carried 
on almost exclusively by two Chicago firms, and 
they do not feel ready as yet tu tackle this 
market. But they will begin soon.“ 

„* What effect will it pave upon the business of 
the butebers of New York!" 

“The Vast majority of butchers—the retail 
men—wili welcome this kind of meat with open 
arms. it will do away with two classes of 
men in the trade that are not 
wanted—the drovers and the wholesale butch- 
ers. Their oceypanon will be gone. Their 
business heretofure has been an immense 
one, about 11,000 head of cattie being 
kilied in tuls city every week. 
The cheaper meats can be furnished 
the more money there isin the business for the 
retail butcher. I think that it will be eo very 
distant date when this refrigermor meat wilt be 
shipped here us well as to other points Bast.’

AMUSEMENTS. 


Debut of Miss Margaret Mather at Me- 
Vicker’s Theatre—A Great Success tor 
the New Star and Her Manxger. 

The début of Mies Margaret Mather, an event 
which has been looked forward to witn great 
interest and high expectations for many wecks, 
took place at McVicker’s Theatre last evening, 
and was in every way asuccess: Long before 
the doors were opened every seat in the house 
bad been sold, and when the curtain went up 
for the first act an audience which included the 
fashion and wealth of Chicago was present. The 
prosent is perhaps the first instance in the 
history ot this city where there has been any 
local enthusiasm over an event of this kind, but 
although the audience last night was predie- 
posed in favor of Miss Mather and 
her manager, Mr. J. M. Hill, it was 
none the less a critical audience, and the ap- 
plause, which began upon the first appearance 
of the débuante and was repeated so frequently 
before the final fall of the curtain, was genuine, 
and came from the hearts of the people: Three 
recalis were demanded at the close of tne first 
act, and after the second the cheering was even 
more prolonged and hearty. When Miss Mather 
bad responded to these demonstrations of ap- 
proval there were loud calls tor Mr. Hiil, and 
when that gentleman appeared betore the cur- 
tain the manner of his veception showed that 
be had the good-will of the people of Chicago, 
and that they admired his pluck and energy 
fully as much as they appreciated his judg- 
ment. 

The public expectation over the first appear - 
ance of Miss Mather in the somewhat ambitious 
role which she had chosen for her primal essay 
had been so far wrought up that the débutante 
labored under a disadvantage. The immense 
audience, though kind, was critical, and there 
was only too much reason to fear that the stand- 
ard by which Miss Mather was to be judged 
would be a hard one, and that, instead of award- 
ing praise for meritorious effort to a beginner, 
the audience would condemn her for any 
talling short of perfecuon. Before such an 
audience, in such a theatre, and in view of the 
well-apread interest attaching to ber initial ap- 
pearance, the success of Miss Mather iast even- 
ina may fairly be termed phenomenal. 

In the first act, where Juliet enters to her 
mother and the Nurse, the daughter of the Cap- 
ulets has but little to do save to look pretty. 
Nature bas done much for Miss Mather, and her 
graceful, though soniewhat girlish, actions 
(Juliet, by the way, was but 14 instead of 18, 
as declared by the Nurse) at once 
won for her well-deserved plaudits. 
She gota recall at the end of this act, and it was 
weil deserved, for she spoke her lines with good 
Gelivery and a self-possession most remarkabie 
under such circumstances. 

The balcony scene in the second act is gener- 
ally taken asthe test of Juliet’s powers. We 
hardly agree with this judgment, but certainiy 
Mies Mather gained upon her audience during 
this act, and her rendering of the pretty and en- 
dearing speeches which fell to ber lot was fault- 
less. The applause which followed was most 
generous, and from this point on it was evident 
that the new aspirant for histrionic favor tad 
the thorough support of the house. 

Time will not permit of any elaborate analysis 
of Miss Mather’s acting. It must sudice to say 
that she most agreeabiy disappointed those who 
had come prepared to scoff at the idea of an un- 
known American girl essaying the part of Ve- 
ruua's daughter. From the beginning of the 
third act until she fell prone on the prostrate 
body of her dead lover, Juliet grew stronger. 
Her reading was natural and her delivery un- 
strained. Most certainly she has studied in a 
good school; ber gestures were natural and 
. pleasing, and her knowledge of the business of 
the stage marvelous for one who has yet to gain 
the ripened experience which comes with years 
of study. 

In the parting with her lover and in the 
storiny scene with ber father and mother she 
was at once strong and capable, showing a thor- 
ough mastery, not only of the text, but of the 
spirit of the great master who gave it. In short, 
Mies Mather grew in strength as the situation 
demanded, and called forth the higher artistic 
talent, ana her first appearance upon the 
mimic stage must in ali fairness be chronicled 
as a success of the fullest order. Her best 
friends could not have asked for her a better 
reception than she met last night and her worst 
enemy—if one she has—could not gainsay the 
warmth and genuineness of the applause which 
rewarded ber effort. 

The support was excellent. Mr. Alexander 
Salvini as Romeo labored under the disadvan- 
tages of a somewhat stagy action and au imper- 
fect knowledge of the, Englisn language. He was 
good—in his way—but it was sometimes hard to 
preserve one’s gravity while listening to his pe- 
culiar rendering of some of the most pathetic 
passages. Mr. Levick’s Mercutio was good and 
Mr. E. O. Jepson made a first-class Friar Lau- 
rence.

ANOTHER TRAGEDY. 


Richard Wilson Shoots His Wife 
and Then Kills Himself. 


The Wounded Woman Is Very 
Low but May Kecover, 


For Years He Was a Monomaniao on the 
Subject of Her Fidelity. 


The veteran Chicago policeman bas a firm be- 
lief that suicides, murders, robberies, and sim- 
ilar crimes never come singly or in pairs, but 
always in triplets. Recent occurrences in this 
city would indicate that the veteran's belief is 


not unfounded. 

The suicides are nearly always bunched to- 
gether, and three seems always to be the magic 
number. A lull then ensues until the next time 
that self-murder appears to become epidemic. 
The reigning sensation of the present month in 
Chicago, outside of a group of suicides and 
woful attempts at suicide weh occurred dur- 
ing the first week of the month, has been uxori~- 
cide, followed promptly by the suicide of tue 
assasin. The young cigarmaker who kiiled 
Mise Krakemeier because she would 
not become his wite inaugurated 
this peculiar form of crime. To 
save the county the expense of hanging him, 
be put an end to himself as soon after the kill- 
ing as he made the discovery that be could not 
possibly escape arrest. The German who put 
anend to himself and wife on Division street 
was no doubt iatluenced to a considerable ex- 
tent by hearing of the Krakenreier affair. The 
third, and, it is to be hoped, the last of the se- 
ries of tragedies of this kind took piace yester- 
day morning in a suite of squalid and poorly- 
furnisbed apartments in the second story of No.

THE RAILROADS. 


Difficulties to Be Overcome on 
the New Differential 
Rates. 


Completion of the N ickel- Plated 
Road—Connection with the 
Illinois Central. 


Five Millions of Additional Stock Will 
Be Issued by the Rochester & 
Pittsburg. 


Tue New Differential Passenger Rates 
—Difficuities Vet to Be Overcome. 
The official report of the proceedings of the 
meeting of the Joint Executive Committee (Pas- 
senger Department) held in New York last week 
in regard to differential passenger fares has 
been received at the various railroad offices in 


this city. 

It contains nothing in addition to the report 
published in last Sunday’s Trreune, with the 
exception that to the list of new rates is added 
the following note: The Pennsylvania Rail- 
road will accept the fares named between St. 
Louis, Chicago, Philadelphia, ‘Baltimore, and 
Wasbington temporarily—protesting that fares 
between St. Louis and Baltimore should be less 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad than by the Baiti- 
more & Obio Railroad.” 

While the arrangement is generally received 
with favor, yet it is feared that it cannot be 
maintained any length of time. There are ap- 
prebevsions that the business of the first-class 
roads will suffer because of their charging high- 
er rates, and as soon as they find out that they 
lose business they are likely to witndraw from 
the agreement. It has generally been found 
that a majority of people wili submit to consid- 
erable inconvenience in order to save a few dol- 
lars. Another trouble is: that several of the 
roads whose consent to the new arrangement is 
necessary in order to have it carried out success- 
fully bave not yet made up their minds whether 
they should agree to it or not. 
Among these is the Grand Trunk. This 
road, which is accorded a differential rate on 
business to New York, does not like the idea of 
being classed as an inferior line to New York. 
Its officials say that their New York line via 
Buffalo ig as good as the best, and they would 
preter to charge the same as the Vanderbilt 
and Pennsyivania Lines. As the Grand Trunk, 
however, bas to use the Erie from Buffalo, and 
the latter insists upon a differential rate, the 
Grand Trunk will either bave to go out of the 
New York business or accept the new rate. Lo- 
cal committees will be constituted at each of 
the points from and to which differential fares 
bave been decided upon, to consist of the Gen- 
eral Passenger Agents of the initial roads or 
their local represeutatives, for the  pur- 
pose or considering and, if possible, setting any 
differences which may arise at these points un- 
der the new agreement. These local commit- 


| tees will submit to Commissioner Fink any 


question which they are unable to settle. and 
await his decision before any party shali be per- 
mitted to take action contrary to the spirit of 
the agreement. 


Connection Made Between the New 
York, Chicago & St. Louis and the H- 
lineois Central. 

Connection was made Sunday between the 
New York,Chicago & St. Louis and the Lilinois 
Central a short distance south of Grand Cross- 
ing, and the road is now virtually complete 
from Buffalo to Chicago. Sunday morn- 
ing about 200 men went to work at the 


| point named to make the connection. About a 


mile of uncompleted track between Stouy Isl- 
and and the connection of the Lilinois Central 
had to be putin. At Mud Lake and other points 
it was impossible to get the grading completed, 
owing to the marshy character of the land, and 
consequently alot of brushwood was thrown 
down, upon which the ties were laid and the 
rails spiked thereon. The reason given for thus 
hurrying up the connection with the Iliiaois 
Central before everything was ready, is that by 
the terms of their contract the contractors were 
required to have the connection made and cars 
ruuning by Sept. 1. To carry out the terms of 
the contract us specified the conuechon was 
made as stated, and a train run over the same 
yesterday. Considerable work has vet to be 
done to get the roadbed where the connection 
was made in good condition. All the way be- 
tween Grand Crossing and Fort Wayne consid- 
erable baliasting will have to be done before it 
is sate to commence the running of regular 
trains. The negotiations with the Lilinois Cen- 
trai for the use of the latter's track and depot at 
the foot of Lake street bave been compieted. 
The treigut- houses of the new road at eldon 
du ve not yet bean commenced, and it will take 
some time to have them ready for the reception 
of business. The road will probabiy not com- 
mence to do a regular freight business until its 
new freight-houses at Weidon have been com- 
pieted. 

Aspecial train will leave the city tomorrow 
with the officers of the road to run through over 
the new line to Butfalo,and the work will be 
thoroughly inspected. 

Work on the new shops at Stony Island has 
been commenced, and it is the intention to have 
them completed before cold weather sets in. 


The Grand Trunk BReorganuization. 

The Grand Trunk officials now on a tour of 
inspection over the Great Western Road were 
in Detroit a few days ago. From some of them 
the Detroit Free Press obtained the information 
that no orders had deen issued since 
those on Wednesday, in which Thomas 
Tandy was appointed General Freight 
Agent of the Great Western Division, 
and announcing the retention of William Edgar 
as General Passenger Agent. Mr. Hobson as 
Chief Engineer, and C. K. Domville as Locomo- 
tive Superintendent—all of the Great Western 
Division. Other changes would be made, but 


slowly, as the best material was to be retained, 
wulle old employés would be given the prefer- 
euce in every instance. Besides the above 
chunges the title of Charles Stiff was changed 
to Superintendent of the Great Western Divis- 
jon. Tne Great Western isto be worked as a 
division of the Grand Trunk, but, aside from 
the change ef the name to the Great Western 
Division, there will be no material change in 
the line. Switches ure to be constructed at atl 
convenient points for the running of trains 
from oue Live to the other, as the case may be. 

In answer to the question as to whether the 
existing passenger pool between the Great 
Western and the Canuda Southern would be cou- 
tinued nothing detinit was learned. ‘The only 
response was chat there would be no change 
made in the policy of the company towards 
Other lines. 

One gentieman volunteered the information 
that there bad been much talk of joining the 
Chicago & Grand Trunk and the Detroit, Grand 
Haveu & Milwaukee under one management 
and plucing the save in the hanos of S. K. Calla- 
Way, the present General Manager of the former 
line. Should such a step be made as is deemed 
most probable trains will be run between Chi- 
cago and Detroit via Durand. Mr. Callaway, it 
was thought, would retain his beadquarters at 
Chicago, us the line could be easier worked from 
that point than any other. 7 

It Was the intention of General-Manager Hick- 
son to have a meeting with General-Muanager H. 
B. Ledyard, of the Michigan Central, but the 
latter geatieman isin New York City, and will 
not return uotii next week, when the meeting 
will be heid.

New Freight Rates from Union Pacific 
Points Going Through the Council 
Biuffs and Omaha Elevators. 

A meeting of General Freight Agents of the 
Iowa pool lines was held yesterday afternoon at 
the office of Commissioner George H. Daniels. 
The object of the meeting was to adopt pew 
rates submitted by the Union Pacific from 
points on this line going through the new Omaha 
and Council Bluffs elevators. There were pres- 
ent: E. P. Ripley. Buriington; W. M. Sage, Rock 
Island; H. C. Wicker, Northwestern: and Com- 
missioner Daniels. 

The new rates were adopted, it being under- 
stood that the roads not represented will abide 
by this action. The new tariff covers all the 
Union Pacitic points as far as Pium Creek, and 
they differ considerably from oid rates. Some 
of the rates are lower and some higher than the 
old ones.

terior interest here, where precisely similar 
problems are still seeking for a solution. 

In the tirst place, while the creation of @ com- 
mission is still a moot point in New York, it is 
worth while to observe that this committee, com- 
posed largely of railroad meu, not only find the 
commission to work well. They also advise a 
large uddition to its attributes. They recom- 
mend that it be made permanent, and a court of 
record. And to make its orders respectable 
they advise that * prohibition” (wbich we take 
to be equivalent to our inevitable injunc- 
uon) and “ certiorari’ be forbidden, and ouly a 
single appeal allowed. They advise that it 
should have jurisdiction over ali questions aris- 
ing under the statutes regarding ru 8, and 
should have certain specially-created wers 
which would work a revolution in the re- 
lations of the companies to the public. It is 
recommended, for instanee, that the Commis- 
sioners should bave power to order the codpera- 
tion of individual railways or canals, within 
their statutory obligations. Tbis ss woes 
on here with some activity in the form of 
„ pools and traffic agreements, but these have 
their origin in a desire to control business for 
the benefit of the companies. There is no 
method by which a similar result can be reached 
at the desire of the shippers of freight, or 
against the will of the railway kings. Another 
sweeping power which it is proposed to grant is 
that of “ordering through rates,“ we suppose 
on local traffic, with the limitation that such 
rates shall not be below the lowest charge by 
the company for similar articles under similar 
circumstances. 

In effect, if notin form, there is here a clear 
recognition of the fact that, while railroads are 
common carriers, they are also something more. 
It is not enough to subject them to the provis- 
ions of the old common law regulating the busi- 
ness of wagovers over the public highway. 
Then the roads were open to all the world, and 
the remedy for bad service was free and easy 
competition. It was only necessary to start 
another line of wagons. But nowadays the 
companies own the roads as well as the wagons, 
and competition is only possible by the nearly 
prohibitive method of constructing another 
rondway. In the early days of railroading 
it wasimagined that the State would own the 
roads and individuals would drive their own 
locomotives over them. That is now seen to be 
clearly imprgcticabie, but it is still feasible to 
regard these corporate owners of roags and 
practical monopolists of locomotion as in a cer- 
tain sense mandatories of the State, and subject 
to regulation in their every-day business tor the 
public good, by the State, on behalf of the people. 
An attempt of this nature failed the other day, 
when the Attorney-General sought to compel 
the carriage of freight by the Central and Erie 
Roads. Even accepting the view of the law then 
expounded, the attempt migbt have met as well 
as deserved a better fate if any public body bad 
possessed the right to act. It is no remedy, but 
consummate trony, to remit the shipper to his 
suit for damuges. Costs are punitive to the ex- 
tent of prohibition, and it is not rigut that the 
individual should be subjected to the hurass- 
ment of alawsuit when the end sought is tor 
the benefit of everybody.

Consolidation of the Baltimore & Delta 
and Maryland Central. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 28.—At a general meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Baltimore & 
Delta Railroad and the Maryland Central Rail- 
road, beld here today, those corporations were 
consolidated under the name of the Maryland 
Central Railroad. The Baltimore & Deita isa 
narrow-gage which is in course of construction 
to Bellaire, Md., and Delta, Pa, About twelve 
miles of the road is now in operation, and with 
its equipments is at present valued at $1,000,000. 
The Maryland Central Company have never 
built their road, but own valuable (fran- 
chises and rights of way which will be 
highly beneficial to the Baltimore & Delta. 
The act of the Maryland Legislature granting 
the above franchises stipulated, however, that 
in order to obtain the indursement of the City 
of Baltimore on $600,000 of their bonds, they 
would buve to first show that £500,000 had been 
expended in building the road. By this con- 
solidation,as the Baltimore & Deita have now 
merged in the Maryland Central., the joint cor- 
poration will claim the city’s indorsement on 
the bonds, which will, of course, raise them 
above par and thus place the road on a firm 
financial basis. The charters of the new line

The Rochester & Pittsburg Company 
Increases lis Capital Steck $5,000,- 
000.

EQUALIZED ASSESSMENT. 

The Committee on Equalization submitted a 
report of what they bad done in changing the 
figures ot the Assessors. The substance of their 
report was printed some days ago, but since 
then they huve changed their minds in refer- 
ence to the personal property assessments for 
the city towns. Their report showed, for instance, 
that they had added 3 per cent to the South 
Town, and deducted 3 per cent from the North 
Town and 7 7-10 from the West Town.

COUNTY-BUILDING. 


County-Attorney Willett, after his succes- 
sor bad been elected yesterday. presented the 
following to the County Board, but for some 


reason or another it was not read: 

CHICAGO, Aug. 28.—To the Board of Commis- 
stoners of Cook County—GENTLEMEN: The case 
of the Hinsdaie-Doyle Granit Company vs. 
Cook County, in which plaintiff claims in its bill 
of particulars $88,000, will soon be tried in the 
United States Circuit Court. I have been con- 
nected with the case since its beginning, and 
there are many facts in my possession which are 
necessary to u successful trial. I have given 
careful attention to the law of said case, 
and set-off on the part 
uf y. I am willl to 
attend to this case in the United States Circuit 
Court and United States Supreme Court, with 
such assistance as the County-Atturney may see 
fit to give me, at a compensation of a sum equal 
to one-half of any Judgment which Cook Coun- 
ty may receive against said Hinsdale-Doyle 
Granit Company, and, in case no judgment is re- 
covered by Cook County, my services shall be 
gratuitous. If the above percentage is thought 
to be too much compensation, | will agree to 
take such per cent of the judgment to be re- 
covered by Cook County as may be mutually 
agreed upon between the board and myself.

The Commissiorers were busy caucusing 
yesterday, and the resuit of their labors ap- 
peared in the board in the election of the o- 
cers for the county institutons for the coming 
year. The proceedings appeur in another col- 
umn, but they do not teil the whole story, 80 a 
résumé may not be uninteresting. 

In the caucus Saturday it appears that Mr. 
Willett was beaten for County-Attorney by Mr. 
Bliss by a vote of 8 to 4; that Mr. Piotke, for 
Prosecuting-Attorney in the lower courts, had a 
close call, being beaten on the informal vote; 
and that Warden Dixon's head was also in 
jeopardy, but was fimaliy saved by a scratch. 
Mr. Richards, the chief janitor of the 
new Court-House, was defeated in caucus by 
ex- Warden Millis. who was urged by Commis- 
sioner Albright, and this was really the princi- 
pal bone of contention. Commissioner Puring- 
ton raised the point against him in the wrangie 
that he was ip arrears to the county as Warden 
of the County Hospital, and Albright replied 
that he would fix things up. One word brought 
on another, in the widst of which charges were 
made that Mr. Albright’s personal notes were 
out tor apart of Mills’ alleged shortage, and 
just about this time a letter was shoved under 
the door from Mills, in which he promised to im- 
mediately square accounts, His nominauon was 
then confirmed, conditional upon his pay .ng up 
ail arrearages on or before yesterday at 11:30 
o'clock. Another dispute was as to who should 
be Warden of the Poor-House, resulting in Mr. 
Senne being chosen, and be was 2 until 
Monday to decide whether he would accept or 
not. He subsequentiy discovered be would not 
be legally elected. All ofthe other places were 
tilled without opposition. 

The final caucus was beld yesterday just be- 
fore the meeting of the board—the only ques- 
tions to be determined being as to the offices of 
Warden of the Poor-House and chief janitor of 
the new Court-House. Mr. Senne de- 
clined the first-named office, being in- 
tent upon  reéiection as Com missioner, 
and Charlies Frey vas elected to the 
place. As to the other position Mr. Mills faiied 
to make good the alleged shortage in his ac- 
counts, which is estimated to be all the way from 
$000 to $1,000, and be was unceremoniously 
dropped. and Mr. Richards was agreed upon. 
Milis was around later, bowever, offering to give 
bond to make his accounts good, but the Com- 
missioners thought he had had ample time to 
settle if inclined to, and would not listen to 


bim. 

The only important changes made are in the 
offices of County Attorney. and Warden of 
the Poor-House. E. Blies, who has 
been selected for the first-numed 
piace, is a young man of more than 
ordinary ability, a resident of the Second Ward, 
and wide and favorably known. He will bring 
to the office a wide experience, and this, coupled 
with his well-koown energy, ougbt to make him 
a most acceptable and efficient official. The new 
Warden of the Poor- House is also a young man, 
but he is particularly fitted for the place by a 
long experience in dealing with paupers. For 
several years he has been one of the most vaiu- 
able attachés of the County Agent's office, and 
has impressed ail with whom he has been 
brought in contact with his integrity, zeal, and 
personal worth. The newly elected will assume 
charge of their respective places Sept. 1. 

The last meeting of the present County Board 
of Education was held yesterday in Superin- 
tendent Lanes office, the entire board being 
present. The board appointed Prof. C. H. Ford 
to fill the vacancy in the Normal School caused 
by the resignation of Prof. Joon Burns, at a sal- 
ary of FI. A na year. In the matter of tuition 
in the Normal School for District No. 2, which 
includes the Towns of Hyde Park and Lake, the 
Committee on Teachers was instructed to con- 
sult with the Trustees of that district as to the 
amount of tuition to be paidand the applica- 
tion of the funds. Miss Windes was appointed 
teacher in the Normal School ata salary of $50 
amonth, andthe matter of salary to be paid 
Mrs. E. F. Metcalf was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Teachers. At the next meeting of the 
bourd the newly-elected members, Mv ssrs. 
Champlin and Donovan, will take their places.

Another effort is on foot te revive a sort of 
movement started and dropped last spring to 
bring out Mr. N. K. Fairbank. A very private 
caucus of the supposed advoeates of that gen- 
tlemun was held Saturday evening, it appears, 
ata private bouse in the southern part of the 
FourthWard. James Lane Allen, formerly of Ken- 
tucky, seemed to have charge of the iard-and- 
oll man’s boom, and out of the twenty gentiemen 
present is said to have found two others who 
agreed witn bim. The rest expressed them- 
selves as of the opinion that Coy possessed the 
requisit Congressionai timber, and if nominated 
would make about the liveliest campaiva seen 
in the First District for a good many years. The 
frends of the Fairbank movement, while ad- 
mittug all tnis, coutended that the Fairbank 
campaign would be conducted ou a broad-gage, 
steci-rall. and nickel-piated basis, the like of 
which had never been seeu either here or else- 
where. Ip fact, it would throw that memorable 
race of Perry Smith Jr. 80 far into the shade 
that nobody would ever think of itagain. The 
Coy adherents recognized the advautages of a 
magnificent as well as a muniticent am- 
paign, but still insisted that Coy would 
**whoop it up the liveliest among the boys. 
Finally, however, it was agreed to appoint a 
committee to callon Mr. Fairbank, not to ask 
him to become a candidate, but to sound nim. 
and ascertain, if pussible, whether be was in 
the field. Mr. Alien was made the chief sounder, 
and the committee instructed to report to an- 
otner private meeting, which will probably be 
heid this evening. From all that couid be 
learned yesterday the committee secured the in- 
formation they were after in very short order. 
Mr. Fairbark is said to have told them that. the 
lard-and-oil business was never better, that run- 
ning for Congress was unsatisfactory at best, 
and that they might count bim out. None of 
the avowed candidates look for a dark horse in 
Mr. Fuirbank's stable. 

Some little curiosity has been expressed as to 
the attitude of Gen. J. T. Torrence in the pend- 
ing contest,and there have been iotimations 
that perbaps he was ready at the proper time to 
enter the race as a foaming black charger. The 
reporter met the General yesterday, and was as- 
sured that be bad no intention whatever of giv- 
ing upa good thug for the uncertuinties of a 
canvass and the bother and expeuse, if ciected, 
of serving a term at Washington. From cer- 
tain further observadons the reporter easily in- 
ferred that Gen. Torrence is for Aldrich, al- 
though not overenthusiastically so. 

Mr. Coy and Mr. Dore are working like 
beavers. The former figures on Lake, a part, if 
not all,of Hyde Park, the Fourth Ward, and 
enough more trom the country towns to put the 
pre within bis grasp. His helpers are also at 
work in the Second. Rockateliow and Reed, 
without wuom a Second Ward primary would 
lose all its attractiveness, are understood to 
have cast their lot with the Stock-Yuards Com- 
paoy’s lawyer, and the colored brother is ex- 
pected to come into camp. E. R. Bliss, who isa 
potent factor in Secood Ward politics, however, 
is understood to be for Aldrich, and Consider H. 
Willett, whom Bliss will sbortiy succeed as 
County-Attorney, swears vengeance against 
Aldrich, Bliss, Purington, and several others, 
and darkly intimates that the trades 
which he  alieges have led to nis 
decapitation will return to plague the traders. 
He may not take the fieid himself, but there isa 
general impression that he will belp stir up an 
anti-Aldrich and pro-Coy commotion in the 
Second and Fourth Wards ano Hyde Park, and 
thus do his prettiest to even up old scores. 

Mr. Doré, so far as heard from, is confining 
bis energies chietly to the First Ward and cast- 
ing a wistful look at the Third, where John H. 
Clough is said to be stirring thiugs in bis behalt. 
Coy is not unmindful of the First, but is evi- 
dently relying on Doré to give Aldrich some- 
thing to look after there and in the Third. But 
somehow or other Aldrich doesn’t scare. 

This is about the situation uptodate. The 
workers are sounding the gongs and pursuing 
the Barnum tactics of claiming everything, but 
the voters as a mass have not begun to warm up. 
When they do, it may be possibile to tell some- 
thing more about it.

Tne County Central Committee, in otber word 
is the boss wheel, inside which tne Senatoria 
wheel revoives. The concentric-circle business 
was completed when the County Central Com- 
mittee concluded to abolish, oy a simple wave of 
the hand, the Congressional District Committees 
appointed by Cougressional Conventions, and to 
substitute therefor the County Central Commit- 
teemen from the wards compusing the several 
districts. This very simple pian cemented and 
strengthened the grand central orgunization, 
got rid ot another set of committee- 
men with claims on the party 
“tar’l,” and thos cut down the number of 
patriots who might clamor for a divige.“ Pos- 
sibly the move was a little ** previous.” It might 
have looked better to wait until the Congres- 
sional Convention met this fall, so manipulate 
things that they would appoint no committee to 
bold for the next two years, and arrange it 80 
that the County Centrals should replace them. 
But this would bave been to ignore the “ pippins 
and cheese to come this fall. The bird in the 
band walked all around the bird in the busb, 
and the County Central Committee concluded to 
take time by the forelock. 

The immediate point in the game, of course, 
is the leverage the County Central Committee 
has in the calling of Congressional and Sena- 
torial Conveutions, the appointment of judges, 
and soon. With this they can make and un- 
make candidates at their own sweet will, or 
come so near it that the fellows who don’t stand 
in with the machine are placed at a big dis- 
advantage from the start. The new-fungied 
Second Congressional District Committee, for 
instance, is generally supposed to be organized 
in the interest of Ald. Sheridan, who wants to 
go to Congress from the Fifth Ward. One of its 
members, however, is Ed Cullerton, himself a 
dark horse in the Congressional race. Al- 
though Cullerton is professediy friendiy 
to Sheridan, some of the long-headed and 
sharp-nosed school of yliticians are quietly 
figuring on his so manipulating things that Sber- 
idan will be bandicapped and the dark horse 
come in under the wire first. Cullerton is wise 
as a serpent and harmiess as a dove. 

Pat Rafferty’s regulars, on the other hand, are 
said to be down on Sheridan and friendly to the 
“field,” and perhaps rather more friendly to 
Mr. Curran than anybody else. They have called 
a convention and the County Central Commit- 
tee will in due time cali another, and, unless the 
difficulty is patched up, there will be music in 
the Second District by the full orchestra. 


Third Congressional. 

The interest in the Davis-Morse-Mason-Swett 
fight has not cooled down since the last meeting 
of the Congressional Committee, but is still at 
fever heat. The boiling process is noisiest in the 
Eleventh and Twelfth Wards. The refusal of 
the committee to allow a longer primary iu the 
former, which bas only one polling- place to the 
Tweifth Ward's nine, and its loaded list of Davis 
judges in the latter, have acted like salt on the 
wounds of the Swett, Morse, and Mason men, 
and the irritation is on the increase. The irate 
Morse has already threatened to bold a second 
set of primaries in the Twelfth, and the Davis 
men cooily tell him to go ahead and 
see what the convention win do with 
his delegates. It will be remembered that 
Mr. Morse, as the committeeman from the 
wurd. rented the old polling- places, heretofore 
used, and has the receipts for the rent. It now 
appears that five of them correspond with the 
committee's list, while the other four on that 
list bave been rented by George Buckiey, or 
some other of Davis’ workers. A prettier chance 
for a fresh complication on the afternoon of the 
primaries could scarcely be atlorded, 

The cail for the convention, while it gave the 
Tweifth Ward precinct primaries, was silent ou 
another point of considerable importance— 
namely: precinct representation. In the loose 
way the committee left it either side might run 
one delegate ticket of twenty-one delegutes, on 
which each of the nine precincts would be called 
upon to vote. An overwhelming vote at one pre- 
cinct migut settle the complexion of the entire 
delegation in the convention. On the other 
band each side might follow the precedeut of 
precinct representation as set ip the selection of 
delegates to the county convention last June. 
In other words, each precinct would vote for the 
same number of delegates it bad in the county 
convention, the aggregate making up the twen- 
ty-one to which the ward is entitied. In this 
way the peopie of each precinct would have a 
chance to express the wishes of that precinct, 
instead of being spuwed under, possibly. by the 
votes at another polling-pliace. Rumor yester- 
day credited the Davis side with au intention 
to run a general delegate ticket at 
every preciact in tne ward, and the friends of 
the other candidates naturally wanted to know 
what was to become of the principle of precinct 
representation. The cry of wolf in this case 
seems to bea little hasty. Mr. Morse wants pre- 
cinct primaries and precinct representation, 
and so does Col. Davis, whom a reporter met on 
the street yesterday afternoon and iuterrogated 
on that point. 

My friends will run a precinct ticket in every 
precinct,’ said he, preciselw as 1 understand 
was done last June. Some of them thought it 
might not be so good for me as the other 
way—ruoning a general ticket—but tbe 
people of the Twelfth Ward wanted both 
precinct primaries and precinct representation, 
and I told them to iet it go and give the people 
wnat they wanted. And the call of the commit- 
tee will read in that way. The number of dele- 
gates to which each precinct is entitied will be 
given, and each precinct will vote for its own 
delegates.” 

And then the Colonel, who had donved a soft, 
white felt hat, suitable to an electioneering 
tour, and seemed to inspire an extra amount of 
confidence under its roomy brim, went on to say 
that it made little difference to him, as be ex- 
pected to carry every precinct, the Bleventh 
Ward, and about every ‘hing eise in sight. When 
the reporter left him, Tom Gleason, of the 
Thirteenth, approached the white hat and the 
Colonel's best ear, and a close-communion con- 
ference between the candidate and une of bis 
noisiest workers was soon in progress. 

It is Pe auother meeting of the commit- 
tee will be heid tomorrow evening. Some one is 
said to have made the alarmi discovery that 
the committee hasn't approved its minutes, and 
another meeting is considered necessary for that 
purpose. It might simpufy matters, and at the 
Same time safely anticipate what will be the 
sure result, if the Chairman were to order those 
minutes approved by a vote of 4to3. Perhaps 
the committee may, bowever, while it is meet- 
ing, tix up the call and inciude that little item 
about preciuct representation. 

The Davis men have one judge less than they 
imagined. Mr. Morse's list for the Fourth Pre- 
cinct contained, as he supposed, the name of 
ove Davis man, one Morse man, and one friend 
of Swettand Mason. The sub-committee took 
the Davis man, supplied the name of another of 
the same proclivities, and tailed off with the 
supposed Morse man, B. F. Knowles. When the 
list was presented Saturday night, Mr. Morse 
said be bad been informed that Mr. Knowles 
was a partisan of Col. Davis. The four Davis 
men on the committee chuckled to chemselves 
at the idea of his bei fooled, but later devel- 
opments show that r, Morse was originally 
right—that Mr. Knowles is not a Davis partisan. 
but a friend of the committeeman irom the 
Tweltth.

MISS EMMA BOND. 


No Hope of Her Recovery— Her Father 
Claims to Be tm Possession of New 
Evidence Implicating the Men Now 
Awaiting Triai—The People Prepared 
to String Them Up When Bond Gives 


the Word. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

TAYLORVILLE, III., Aug. 28.— Miss Emma Bond 
is still sinking, and her death is hourly expected. 
The main trouble now is neuraigia of the heart, 
caused by the injuries her spine received June 
29, which throws her into paroxysms of an ex- 
tremely severe nature. Your correspondent 
paid a visit to the residence of Mr. Bond this 
afternoon, and found the bed on which Miss 
Emma lay surrounded by anxious, weeping 
friends, who knew that death must come, and 
yet would ward off the dreadful monster. As I 
entered the room 1 found Miss Emma 
in an tinsensible condition, which lasted 
tor four hours, and her appearance was more 
like that of the dead than the livi Her at- 
tending physician says that there is not the 
slightest bope for her recovery. Mr. Bond's 
bearing under this trying ordeal is worthy the 
higbest mara of praise. Although be is fully 
satisfied of the guilt of the men now in confine- 
ment, yet be is unwilling to do anything that 
will deprive tnem of a fair trial. He says that 
he has new evidence that is more positive than 
anything developed before the preliminary 
trial, and that their conviction is certain when 
the trial comes off. He is receiving letters 
almost daily from the best men in the 
county urging him to take the law in 
his own hands, but this he refuses to do. 
After returning to the city I called upon the 
prisoners, and round them very much concerned 
about Miss Bond's relapse, and they fear very 
much a repetition of the scenes enacted on the 
night of the llth. The feeling against the sus- 
pects is hourly growing deeper, and it is the 
opinion of the majority of the people of this 
city that these men will yet be made to pay a 
fearful penalty for their diabolical deed.

Southeast Indiana Conference of Meth- 
odists—A Munificent Gift, 
Special Disputch to The Cacao Tribune 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 2s.—During the dis- 
cussion of the committee's report on education 
by the Southeast Indiana Conference today the 
Kev. Mr. Holliday, on behalf of the Trustees of 
Asbury University, took the floor and officially 
announced that W. C. Depauw, of New Albany, 
would donate $100,000 to the university provided 
the Methodists of Indiana should raise $100,000 
to pay current expenses, and other conditions.

FINANCIAL, 


Stocks were dull ali dgy, and, though not pos- 
itively weak, could hardly be considered strong. 
The outside public are still buying to a limited 
extent, but their disposition to do so is growing 
less aggressive. Rumors of heavy sales to real- 
ize profits, of trouble id the pools, of decreasing 
earnings, of probabie monetary stringency ha ve 
suddenly taken the place of. th roseate 
Stories of a fortnigpt ago of  divi- 
dends on the Northern Pacitic preferred, 
on Northwestern. and on Lackawanna. 
The advancing tendency of stocks appears 
to have received a temporary check, and the 
leaders of Walli street speculation have strong 
hopes of converting the advance into a retreat. 
They are favored in their plans by the decrease 
in railroad earniugs. The old crops are out of 
the way, the uew ones have bardly begun to 


| move, and the railroads must for a time show a 


light business. But even the most determined 
of those who preach the certaigty of a decline 
in quotations acknowledge that the wonderful 
crops are & barvest of prosperity which will sooner 
or later have to be sold and moved, and which 
will bring active trade and higher prices for 
stocks. 

At Long Branch the heads of the most con- 
servative stock houses and the lending traders 
were bullish on the situation and anticipate a 
general improvement terminating ina higher 
market before the end of the week. The Gould 
following, it was said, had certainly been beavy 
buyers of theirown specialties for some days, 
and this class of securities will probably lead in 
the next bull campaign, but those people are 
not at present believers in Denver, Louisvilte 
& Nashville, Jersey Central, or the Northern 
Pacific. The Woerishoffer-Cammack people 
likewise continue to talk the market down, and 
are, of course, short of stocks. The commission 
brokers report that the general short interest 
Las increased heavily within the past few days, 
and about 75 per cent of sales made in Satur- 
day's market were for short accounts. Judge 
Hutchings bas returned a great bull, and says 
the recent attacks of bears are constantly 
placing the specuiation on a more solid basis 
for a rise. One of the largest forciga 
houses telegrapbed to Europe on Satur- 
day that at present the contest 
was between the bears and the public. The lat- 
ter confidentiy hold their securitiea, and are 
financially strong, believing iu the general pros- 
perity of the country, increased earnings of 
railroads, and the promise of a great fall trade. 
The bears on the other band ciaim that stocks 
are already too bigh, and there is likely to be 4 
great stringency in money. The bearish rdom- 
traders still maintain that the weakness in Lake 
Store is the resuit of inside selling, and the de- 
cline in New York Central is owing to sales for 
London, but the Vanderbiit people say the most 
of the recent sales have been made for two 
prominent bears who are Selling short. The 
short interest in Michigan Central is said to be 
very considerable, and there is liable to be a 
twist in it any day. One house alone is lending 
5,000 shares of Michigan Central. There is said 
to be a new bull party in Louisville, New Albany 
& Chicago stock, which closed at 71 on Saturday, 
and the leaders of the pool promise to put it up 
sharpty this week. They claim the company is 
earning 8 per cent on its stock. Superintendent 
Taitimadge, of the Missouri Pacific Raiiroad, 
was at the Branch, and reported that the Gould 
Soutbwestern roads were already making con- 
tracts at 100 per bu for the shipment of millions 
of bushels of corn to St. Louis from any part of 
Texas. The Texas corn is all harvested, and 
the State will export heavily. 

A London dispatch stated that consols opened 
16 lower; United States bonds unchanged; 
American railways generally lower. Erie de- 
clined 1-16, New York Central x, and Lllinois 
Central I per cent. 

Vanderbilt was reported to have bought 4,000 
dhares of Omaha. 

Wabasb earuings increased $85,000 in the third 
week of August. 

The condition of the New York banks is not 
altogether such as to stimulate an ardent bull 
campeign. The-buils have pointed out that the 
surplus at the end of last week wus 
$1,887,125, as against a deficiency last year 
of $717,700. But they omit to go 
on and state that ‘the surplus at 
the corresponding dates was $7,318,000 in 1880, 
$2,481,225 in 1879, and $19,700,000 in 1878. Last 
year between Aug. 20 and Oct. 15 the New York 
banks contracted their loans $31,000,000. In 1880 
there wasa contraction of $32,500,000 in loans 
before the end of the year. In 1879 loans were 
cut down $18,000,000 in one month after the mid- 
dle of August. In all these years there were 
heavy imports of gold to help out the money 
market. The probabilities are that the New 
York banks will soon begin their fall contrac- 
tion of loans. Ao expanding stock market and 
a contract tung loan market do not often go to- 
wether.
